Me flouriſhed 
about the yeare of our Lozd,ſcuen hun⸗ 
dꝛed fourteenc, 

Fulgencius, of the Nation of Apher 
in Aphnca , Biſhoppe ef Rs 02 
Ruſpenſis, an extellent Decaour , To 
thcſc thaw P2ouinces hee tranapled, in 
Sardinia, in Africa , and among the 
Vandales , to effabliſh the Chziſtian 
faith, both by teaching, pzcaching, and

4 © O. a reuerend 
Pꝛieſt, boꝛne in Spaine, expert in Biſto⸗ 
ties, he wzote . 7 , bokes againſt them 
that ſaid,that the decaye of the common 
wealth of Rome,hapned by the docrine 
of Chꝛiſt, he was ſent by D. Auguſtine 
to &.Hierome, who was then in ludea, 
to learne of him the reaſon of the 
of the ſoule. 

Ouidius,ſurnamed Naſo, boꝛne in Sul- 
mo(a towne in the country of Peligna) 
in Italy, bzonght vp in Rome, and dilis 
gently inftracted in Tatine letters from 
bis tender age, he gane moſt viligent ſfn- 
die to the making of vearſes , from the 
which he was withdzawen s Fas 
ther, and put to learne Rethozike,wher- 
in he fo p2offited , that her ſhoztlye after 
became equall with the beſt Oꝛatoꝛs of 
that time, and was aduaunced to be Se⸗ 
natoꝛ, notwithſtanding be gane dis ſtu- 
die to Poetry:wherin by nature be was 
ertellent, de was in gad fauour with the 
ETmperour Auguſtus , of whom at the

Dk the higheſt gift of reaſon reteiuers of 
light. Thereby he meaneth , that the 02- 
der of Cherubin, is paſſing other filled 
of the light of God, Alſo theſe Angels 
haue the gift of the faireneſſe of Godin 
the firſt vertne that wozketh : foz by the 
lyght of dinine wiſdome, they be in con- 
tfplation of þ fairnes of god.

The An- 
gells of this oꝛder be fre of all manner 
oppꝛeſſing and ouerſetting , that they 
mapye frtelye be reared vp to God ward, 
and be ſabiect to none that is lower the 
God : ( ſo they be ſubiec to none other, 
but to him alone, and by an vniuerſal ex- 
cellecie they are far aboue all ſubiection: 
pet lo ̊ no vpolente of tyꝛannie bendeth 
them to oppꝛeſſe and onerſet the neather 
Angells. Therefoze Denys ſayth, That 
they vle their Lo2dſhip with vnlykenes 
of tiranny.

Bloud tourneth neuer into ficaine , as 
cholar chaungeth into melanchety : but 
not againward,as ſaith Auicen, Fleme 
is an humour kindlye colde , moyſt and 
weariſh ; and kinde ſendeth that humo2 
into the members and lymmes to be 
made pure, that the body be nouriſhed by 
that humour defied, It is to note, that 
ſome fleme is vnkindly and ſome kind⸗ 
ly. Kindly fleame is colde , mopſt, and 
white in colo2,and fleefing in ſubſtance, 
of ſauour ſomewhat ſ werte in taft, ey- 
ther all weariſh and vnſauouric.

Wy 
p Corona the blacke of the eye is mar⸗ 
ked and bounded. And the white parts 
of the eve departed therefrom, This Co- 
rona by the roumdneſſe thercof highteth 
the blacke of the eie all about , And in 
this Corona is p molt fayꝛeneſſe of the 
8 Iidore , Halye 
,that in the blacke of the eve as in 
glaſſe appeareth Images of thoic things, 
that be ſene in the eye. and all that is 
in the eye, of reumes and humoures , 
eyther they helpe 02 ſerue the blacke of 
the eye: And therefoze it ſittethin the 
middle, as a Queene, The blacke of the 
eye is little in quantity 4 moſt in ver⸗ 
tue among all the members. And ther⸗ 
fo:e as it is leaſt, it taketh and cam⸗ 
pꝛehendeth things that be moſt of ſpi⸗ 
rit, that commeth of the bzaine with- 
in, and taketh lykeneſſe and recey- 
ueth without by lyght. And ſo by light 
it taketh in it ſelfe the lykeneſſe of the 
thing that is ſcene, and ſendeth it to the 
perſeueraunte of the Doule. Foz from 
all partes of the thing that is ſeene, 
lines come fogethers and make a Pi- 
rami in a toppewiſe, either in a ſhield 
wiſe, of the which ſteeple the ſharpe 
ende is in the blacke of the eye, and the 
b2oade ende in the thing that is ſecne, 
as it is ſhewed afoze of the ſight, le 
there: this blacke of the exe perceiueth 4 
hath diſcouering of the coulours and 
ſhape of all thinges by the vtter parts. 
And hath lyking in the nuddle coulours 
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and figures of ſhapes, as by the lynes 
perſpectine are exp2eſſed, and is cozrupt 
in the vttermoſt partes, eyther at leaſt 
is heauie and faint by contrariouſneſſe, 
as (aith the Philo@pher . Alſo it ſerth 4 
dermeth alt things, that in without it, 4 
ſet aloe it : but it nencr- ſeth if 
lynes, vpon the which the lykenefſe of 
the thing that is ſcene. commeth to the 
ſight, But when it ſth it ſelfe,that hap- 
neth by reflection and rebounding of 
beames, that is, when the likeneſſe of the 
thing that is ſerne, is firſt multiplyed , £ 
reboundeth to the myꝛtour, and from the 
myꝛrour againe fo the light,ns ſayth the 
Anthour of Petſpectiue.

But p2operlfe to 
ſpeake,the inſtruments of ſmellyng, be. 
two holow fleſhy perces, that hang tc om 
the noſeth21lls as it were teates that re- 
ceiue firſt in themſclues the aire that is 
dꝛawen, and then ſendeth it into the 1n- 
ner part of the bꝛapne. To theſe trates 
the vtter noſethzilles ſerue dꝛawing in 
aire, and cloſing it within themſciucs, 4 
making it ſubtil,that it he lightlyer and 
the moze perfectiye changed and likened 
in the lymmes of ſmellyng. A ſinewe 
commeth from the bꝛayne, andentereth 
into the ſapd teates of the noſe, and gi⸗ 
ueth to them the ſpirite of feelyng , as 
faith Conitantine , Then by meane of 
the ayꝛe, the noſe dꝛaweth in a fumoſitie 
that ioyneth it ſelfe to the ſpirite of fees 
lpug, the which ſpirite taketh lykeneſſe 
of that ſmoake, and pꝛeſenteth it in the 
bꝛapne to the gouernment of the ſoule , 
Therefoze Conſtantine (apeth, that the 
noſs is nedfull to dzawe in aypze tem- 
peratelp, ta cleanſe and pourge p bꝛaine 
by ſniting places, and to temper þ kinde 
heate in the dennes and chambers of the 
bꝛaine: and alſo to giue perſeueraunte 
to know ſmokes that be reſolned 4 diſ⸗ 
pearced from what ſubſtaunce it be, whe⸗ 
ther it ſmell ſweetely 02 ſtinke feruent- 
ly, And thcrefo2ze hb, 12. Ariſtotle ſaith, 
the wit of linelliyng is departed , as is 
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the wit of hearing. And except it were 
lo, it ſhould not doe the ade and derde of 
ſmelling, and alla the witte of ſmellyng 
ſhould not be, but to dzaw in ay;e in a 
beaſt y hath a noſe And this lim, p noſe, 
is in the midle of p foꝛmoſt part of the 
head, and fo2 that kinde ſetteth the noſe. 
in the middes of the thꝛer inſtrumeuts 
of felyng, as it were the tongue in the 


ballaumce: fo2 monirg of the bꝛeth that 
is needfull to the other wits. Then ga⸗ 


wer bel by theſe things afo2eſayd, 5 
the noſe is a member of ottice, to knowe 
and dꝛawe, and to put out ayꝛe, tu dæme 
ſmollyng. te clenſe and to purge þ bꝛai 
of great ſuperſiuityes, to ſerue the ſpirit 
of teglyng/, and by dꝛawing of apze to 
open and cloſe the lungs. And therfaze 
as Conſtantine ſaith, the noſeth:ills be 
let not even afoꝛe the lunga, but thwart 
ouer,that the colde aire that otherwbyle 
commeth to the lungs ſhould not grieue 
them: and if duſt oꝛ anye other thing 
entereth with the ayꝛe, it ſhould not an- 
nove the langes. And alſo as Greg orie 
luper Cantica ſayeth, The Noſe be⸗ 
ſæmeth molt the Face, inſomuch, that 
if thenoſe lacketb, all the other parte of 
the-face is moze ungadiy and vnſerme- 
ly; The diſpoſition of the noſe ſhould be 
meane, ſo that it paſſe not due manner 
in length, bꝛeadth and highneſſe. Fo2 if 
the noſthaills be to thin, either to wide: 
then by great dzawing in ol aire , they 
betonen fierteneſſe of heart, and indig- 
nation of thought. Foz by diſpoſition of 
the members of the bodye, the affections 
and will of the ſoule are fozcſhewed +4 
dermed, as it is ſayd, Iu principio Phi- 
loſophiæ: Foz the accidents of þ ſoulr 
be oſten chaunged acco2ding to the acci⸗ 


dents of the body as white wine, taketh | 
the lykeneſſe and coulour of a redde | 
glaſſe,that it is poured in. And therefoꝛe 
mcanes of diſpoſition betokeneth means 
of godneſſe, as the Philoſopher ſaith in 
libro ſuo In principio ſuper Pronoſti- 
ca. Galen ſaith that the noſe is let of | 
this doing and wozking , 
And there he ſayeth - alſo , that a 
ſharpe noſe , and hollowe eyen , et. 


thꝛough ſtrength of heate that waſteth

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And therefoꝛe if the noſethꝛilles ware 
ſharpe, and the eyen deepe,in ſharpe fea⸗ 
uers, it is a token of death.

And then though colde that ſlayeth, the 
lymmes ſhꝛinke togethers, and the heart 
is altered, and then commeth ſharpneſſe 
of the noſethꝛtls, that is the woꝛſt ſigne 
and token, and the deadlieſt, ol them that 
haue the ague. Alſo the noſe is let other 
white, as Conſtantine ſaith lib.g, cap, 
154 by enill diſpoſition of the 'bzapne : 
Sometime by ſtopping of the une we or 
ſmelling; ſometime by fulneſſe and re- 
plection of ſtinking and coꝛrupt humoꝛs 
in the teates of the noſethzilles . And 
ſomtime by bꝛerding of ſuperfluitie and 
corupt fleſh in the holes of the noſe,as 
in ſniuelards and leapers. And this grie- 
ueth not onely the ſmeliyng: but alſo it 
decapeth the voyte. And ſometime it is 
grieued by ſuperfluities of humoꝛs, that 
flitte into the dennes and chambers of 
the bꝛayne: and chat commeth of diſſo- 
lution and dealyng of heate, either of to 
great conſtrapning & cloſing that com- 
meth of colde:as it farcth oft in a reume 
that fatleth to the bꝛeaſt. And ſometime 
by repletion and ſharpnes of the vepnes. 

leſſe bleeding at the noſe , is 
ſpeciall cauſe of diſſolution of the enill 
in many fickneſles, x certapne token of 
recouery and of health, as it fareth in 
ſharpe Agues, that ende and paſſe away 
ofte by ſuch bleeding.

And if they be 
b2zowne in colour, either titrine oꝛ peo- 
low, and thinne and leane in ſubſtance, 
they betoken maſtery of to gret 2ought 
and heate , as if farcth in cholaricke 
folkcs, And if they be as it were wan 
and in colour blewiſh, and of lyttle fieſh

tue and ſtrength of kunvly heate , And 
this is p cauſe why a man bath a beard, 
and not a woman: foꝛ a man is kindly 
moꝛe bot then a woman. And thereſoze 
in a man the ſmoake , that is matter of 
haire. increaſeth moze than in a woman: 
and ſoꝛ that kinde ſufficeth not to wet 
that ſmoke, it putteth and dꝛiueth it out 
by two places, in the head and ia the 
beard, And therefore ſometime women 
hot 4 moyſt of complecton have beards, 
and in lyke wiſe men of colde and dꝛye 
complection,haue lyttle beards, and ther · 
foꝛe on men that be gelded, growe no 
beards : fo2 they haue loſt the hot mem- 
bers that ſhould bꝛeærd the hot humour # 
ſmoake, the matter of hayze. And ſo it 
followeth, that thickneſſe of the beard is 
ſigne and token of heate and of ſabſtan- 
tiall humour, and of ſtrength, and a cer- 
tuine aſſay to know difference betweene 
men and women, In childzen grow no 
beards, though they be hot and moyſt :

And hath that name, foz by that parte 


Zherefoze Ceruix is ſapd, Quaſi via ce- 
rebri,as it were the way of the b2aine, 


as ſayth Iſidore. The netke is a round 


member, and meane betwerne the bodye 
and the head, and is boanie, made and 
compoſed of many bones and ſinewes. | 
It is boame to be the moze ſtrong to 
ſuſteine and beare the head. It is ſinewy 
to make quicke mouing, and to ſend fee- 
ling to the neather partes of the bodie, 
The necke receiueth and taketh of the 
b2aine influence of þ vertue of moning, 
and lendeth it by ne wes to the neather 
parts of the bodie. The necke ought to 
haue a concozd and pꝛopoꝛtion with the 
head . Foz if the head be temperatlye 
great, and the nape of the necke in mea⸗ 
ſurable quantitie, it betckeneth lightnes 
of complection and diſpoſition, as ſayth 
Conſtantine. And if the head be little, : | 
the necke great, not pꝛopoꝛtionate to the 
quantitie of the head, it bctokeneth great 
ſuperfluitie of matter, and default of the

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vertue Inſozmatine of ſhaping , And 
ſuch an head is trauailed x grieued with 
head ach, and ach of the eares , as ſayth

| in foure fofed beaſts with thicke bodies 
and meane thighs,the necke is ſhoꝛt and 
great: and much ſtrength of ſuch beaſts 
is in the necke , As it fareth in Dren, 
Bulls, Beares and Molues, che moſt 
ſtrength of th# is in the bone of the neck: 

and therefoze Oren de commonly poked 
by the necke . And beaſtes with long 
thighes and create bodies haus oft hong 
necks, and that is nerdfull fo to paſtute 
oꝛ feede.

Except the mat- 
ter be venimous, 02 elſe poſtumate. Fo: 
then the bloud ſhould not be dꝛawen to 
the other ſide, leaſt the venim ol the mat⸗ 
ter paſſing by the heart, either by ſome 
other member,that is noble, bee hurt and 
griued as it 1s ſaid ther. Alſo the armes 
fo2 p2ofit of other partes of the bodye, 
ſerue each other: Ind fo2 keeping of other 
members, they bee wounded. and ſtri⸗ 
ken and made to bleede, and they faint 
02 yield not and they abide ſtrokes. Ga- 
len ſayth, that the armes haue this pꝛo⸗ 
pertie, that what the beart loueth, the 
armes loue and imbzace it cheercfullye , 
And whom they know, that the heart lo⸗ 
ueth, they beclip it, and ſet it as nigh the 
heart as they mape: Inſomuch that if 
they might, they woulde pꝛint it in the 
heart all that the heart loueth . Alſo in 
Acutis Febribus , vncouering and put⸗ 
ting out of bare armes is token of 
death. ä

COf the hands, Chap. 28. 

T He hand is called Vlanus in Latine, 

foz that it is the gifte of all the bo- 
die, as ſapth liidore, Foz the hande ſer⸗ 
ueth the mouth of meate, and diſpoſeth 
and doth all wozkes. By the hand wee 
receiue and giue. And abuſtuely the hand 
is called a craſte o a wozke : as it is 
ſometime ſayde of a Painter 02 a w2t- 
ter: Be bath a god hand, that is to vn- 
der ſtand, a god kill of waiting , eyther 
of painting. De xtera, the right hande , 
hath that name ol D. re, to giue. Fo2 as 
Iſidore ſapth, @uretie of peace is giuen 
with the right hand, and he is witneſſe 
ok faith, truſt, and ſaluation. And this 
is that Tully meancth , J gaue publyke 
fayth vppon beheaſt of the Senatours, 
that is to ſap the right hand, And the A- 
poltle G. l.. 2. When they pereciucd the 
grace that was given vnto- mee, lames, 
Cephas,and John,which ate counted to 
be pillets, gaue to me and Barnabas the 
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ri ght hand of fe!llowſhip,&c, The (ft 
hand is ſaid as it were ſuffering the right | 
band. Foꝛ it ſuffcreth the tight bande | 
woꝛke and hath that name *1m1i{tra , of 
Sinere,fo ſuffer . And the hand is called 
Palma, when the fingers be ſtraight out: 
and fiſt when they be cloſed in And y ut 
is called Pugnus in Latine, 4 hath that 
name of Pugillus,t is called Valma, whe 
p hand is ſtraight cut as it were boguhs 
and bꝛaunches ſpꝛead. alſo the hand 1g a 
great help and oꝛnament cf the bodie:s 
is the pꝛoper and pꝛincipall inſtrument 
of touching and of feeling. Foz no part of 
the bodie toucheth and far leth lo ſurely as | 
the part ofthe hande, as ſaith 111d. 1us,4 
alſo Conſtantine, And (os ſtatinc ſaith, 
that the hand in the vttcr part is made 
of nine ſmall bones and divers, without 
marrow,and be ſad bones. Ind hath ſo 
many bones to be moucable The bones 
be of diverſe ſhapes : Some be knottie, 
ſome bc hollow,and ſome ſtraight, that 
when they be all jopned togethers, they 
may be as it were one bene, And theſe 
bones ſtand of two oꝛders, of y one ſide 
with the rats of the fingers, and of that 
other ſide with the two armes they bee 
cheined and ſtrongly bound. The oucr 
cheining haue th2e& of theſe bones that 
enter into the hollowneſſe of the armes: 
by the which faſtning the hand openeth 
and cloſcth fidelong , And the neather 
cheining and the leſſe is ioyned to the 
inner end of the arme by ſharpneſſe ther- 
of, And this cheining maketh mouing 
fozward and back ward. 

The hollowneſſe of the hande is cal⸗ 
led Vola, and is the inner parte, that the 
wit of touching and of ſeling, bath 
moſt woꝛking in. And therefozc in that 
parte it is the moꝛe fieſhie , and moze | 
ſofte , fo2 god touching and fling : | 
and hath two partes Veen the combe | 
is one parte, and the other parte is the 
fingers. Pe cten, the Combe, is the ſpace 
of the hande within the fingers, and 
is compoſed of foure boanes : Fo2 if it 
happened that one were hurte ; that 
other ſhould not be gricued, Jn the hol- | 
lowneſle of foure koncs of the Combe, 
that commonly be called the Palme, the | 
faure fingers be ſet and cloſed therein. 
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And therfoze Ariitotle.11,.1 4 laith, that 
the hand is not one inſtrument but ma⸗ 
ny. Foꝛ kinde hath giuen to man in⸗ 
ſtruments acto: ding to his vertues: as 
the hands, in which ber many fingers 4 
diuerſe, that they maye thereby holde 
ſmall things and great. Fo2 as he ſaith, 
Che making of the hande is p2opo2cio- 
| nable to many woꝛkes, and fo contrary 
woꝛkings: and is diuided and Craigh- 
ted into many parts: And a man may 
vſe one part alone,o2 two, 02 mo, in di⸗ 
uerſe manners. 

The palme of a mans bande hath 
this pꝛopertie, p it is neuer heary with- 
in, though haire growe without on ſome 
handes : and that doth chaunce moſt 
in handes of males, and that is foz plen- 
tie of heate that hath the maſterie . And 
the right hande is of moꝛe ſtrong heate, 
# hath moꝛe dꝛineſſe then the left hand. 
And therfo2e the right hand is lighter e 


| able to woꝛke then the lcft hand. Ther- 


foze. li. 2. Ariſtotle ſaith, that foure foted 


| beaſts that gender bealts haue fo:cfurt in 


ſteed of mans hands. And the left fote in 
luch beaſts is not ſo free, neither ſo light 
of mouing as the right fote is. as the 
left bande in a man is not- ſo able to 
wozk as the right bande, except the Ele⸗ 
phant. Fo2 as Ariſtotle ſaith.liber.i.the 
Elephant hath a long noſe like a frump, 
which he occupieth in ſteede of handes: 
and with that noſe he taketh meate,and 
putteth it in his mouth , and with that 
noſe he putteth dꝛinke into his month, 
and no beaſt may doe p with his Noſe 
but he. Among Birdes and foules, the 
Popingay and the Pellican vle p let in 
ſteeve of an hande. Foꝛ the Popingave 
taketh meate with his fote and wettcth 
it in water, and when it is wet putteth 
it in his mouth with his fete: and ſo

The hands be dzied by w⸗ 
dꝛawing of due feeding. As it fareth in 
olde o2 oueraged men, and in men that 
be defaced t ouercome with great tra- 
uaile of faſtings,+ oucrfeebled with age, 
trauaile, diſcaſe, And ſometime by di- 
ſtemperante of beate 4 crcefſe, that wa⸗ 
ſteth p moiſture, as it fareth in Tiſiks,

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CEthiks,# ſuch other. And ſometime by 
vice & default of the vaines and of the 
ſine ws, p which be ſtopped: and ſo by de- 
fault of humours 4 of ſpirits,the vertue 
of ruling is let:wherby p hands die, and 
leſcth ſtrength t Blaines and 
\ welling bladders be bꝛed & come of ſu⸗ 
perfluous and cozrupt humours, which 
come to the vtter parts: and ſo the fleſh 
within is waſted and cozrupt in the vt- 
ter fide,and the ſkin wollen vp is tur⸗ 
ned t chaunged into blaines + bladders, 
clifts & chins,and other ſuch,come of hot 
bumours «4 ſharpe,and of fumoſities bes 
tweene the l kin e fleſh, that cut the ſ kin, 
t with their ſharpneſſe they dinide and 
pearce the vtter fleſh : e firſt they cauſe 
{tching,and tickeling, 4 afterward great 
ach and [marting. Alſo cozrupt humour 
hid in the ſkinne, when it is not put out 
neither waſted by kinde heate, and lyt- 
tle and lyttle , it is cozrupte moꝛe and 
mo2e,and is chaunged and tourned into 


ſmall wozmes : The which wo2mes | 


little and little eate and fret the ſkinne, 
and cauſe tickeling and itching. And bꝛe⸗ | 
king out of ioynts ſometime happeneth 
bard thꝛuſting and wainging . Foz by 
ſuch violence the lumme falleth ont of 
topnt and of his place:And then c5meth 


ſoze aking 4 fmarting,+ all the hande is 


made vnmighty to wazke any woꝛkes. 
Che ſame hapneth alſo of ſome in wat de 
tauſe, as of t much humour coling and 
llippering, and flaking the ſinews of the 
ioyntes. And ſo lightly the linune fal- 
leth out of his place, The paſſion which 
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is called Podagra in the fete , is called 
Curogra inthe hands, and is bzead and 
commeth of great humours and rawe, 
gathered in the topnts . Therefoze the 
ioynts of the toes + fingers ware hard, 
and be made as it wer knotty, and ſuch 
ſickneſſes bee called Longa artherica , E 
are bꝛed in the hands. And ſcarcely to be 
cured oꝛ bealed,if it bath long indured, 
as it is ſayde Super Aphotiſ. Panye 
other diſeaſes octupie oft the handes, as 
blaines and ſuch other: but this that is 
ſayde ſhall ſuffice at this time. Saue 
onely this woulde bee noted , which is 
ſpoken in Aphoriſm , that a woman 
vſeth not the left hand and the right all 
alike, Uppon which wozd Galen: ſaith, 
that males wozke alyke with both the 
bandes, which we neuer ſawe;neyther 
heard of no woman. And that commeth 
of default of her kinde. Foz ercept ſhee 
is ſtrong to wozke with the right hand, 
ſa much ſhe mapye the leſſe with the lefte 
hand. Pales haue ſtrong ſine wes and 
bzawnes in either fide: and they haue 
ſtronger heat then women: and to2 that 
cauſe it happeneth oft, that they wozke 
— the left hand, with the right hand 
a .” 


Ot the lingers, Chap. 29. 


TY E fingers be called Digiti in Las 
tine, either they haue that name of 
Decem,that is the number of tenne in 
Englich, ſoz they be fenne other of this 
wozd Decens,in Engliſh ſamely . Foz 
they be ſemely ſet and ioyned, and they 
haue among themſelues a number 4 02 
der right faire, as ſaith Iſ1dore. Che firſt 
is called Pollex , the thombe 2: fo2 that 
among other he hath moſt vertue and 
might. The letond is called Index and 
Salutatis, and is called Demonſtratiuus, 
the ſhewer. Fo2 with him we griert, and 
ſhe do, and teach all thing. The third is 
the middle finger , and is called Impu · 
dicus allo, The fourth is called Annu- 
laris,the ring finger:fo2 thereon the ring 
is bozne . And alſo he is called Medi- 
cus 62 Medicinalis, the leech. Foz with 
him they doe Colerrum about the eye. 


LIBER QVINTVS, _ 
eie, The fift is the little ſinger , and is 


called Auricularis, the care finger, ſo 
with him we clawe and picke the earcs, 
as ſaith Iſidore. Conſtantine ſapth,that 
the fingers bee compoſed and made tue⸗ 
rye cach of th2ze bones cheined toge- 
thers . And the foure fingers be cheined 
and bounde to the ſayde combe of the 
hande : and the thombe is ioyned with 
the inner cheining of the arme. The nea- 
ther pertes and knobbes of the fingers 
be greater and bzoader then the ouer, as 
the bearcr is ſtronger thenthe thing that 
is bozne. They ought to be bzoader and 
moze ſtedfaſt,as ſaith Con. l. 3, Ariſto. 
ſaith,that the moucablenes of the fingers 
is conuement to take 4 to hold, And the 
fingers bc pꝛopoꝛtioned in ſlenderneſſe x 
length. e departed a ſunder. Jn the ends 
they be warded with nailes. And the 
mo2e euen that they be, and the mo2e 
bending and pliant:the moze concnable 
they be and able ta diuerle works They 
be but little fleſhie, foz caſincſſe of mo⸗ 
uing and of touching and groping . Foz 
nothing in the bodie knoweth aud ve- 
meth lo eaſily betwerne things that bee 
touched and felt, as the ends of the fin- 
gers. And that may hap is thꝛough the 
quicke liuelineſſe of the ſinewes,that be 
bend againe in the ouermoſt parts of the 
fingers : and fo2 ſoftneſſle and ſmoth- 
neſſe of the ſ kin in the vttermoſt parts 
of the fingers, as ſayth Conſtantine, 
and the fingers haue theſe p2opcrtyes : 
they be greater afoze mcate then after 


And thercfoze a ring that is ſtraight on 


a finger,and may ſcarce be taken of a- 
fo;e meate,may eaſily bee taken of after 
meate, as it is ſayd Super Aphoriſ. A- 
riſtotle ſayth.libe t. $ , that water ſoules 
haue bet werne theyꝛ toes and clawes , 
as it were a ſkinne, and their dwel- 
lung is in waters. And foules with toes, 
dwell pꝛoperipe nigh water, and ber 
fed with meat that groweth on the land.

kele. Conſtantine ſaith and Iiidore als 
o, that þ ridge beginneth from the nape 


of the head, and ſtretcheth nare to the 


kidnepes : and the ridge is made & com» 
pounded of divers bones and ioynts,and 
that fo2 foure cauſes, Firſt, foz he is the 
foundation of all other, and thereon all 
the other bones be (ct,as the ſhippe is vn 
the kerle. The ſecond, foz it is þ defence 
and bealyng of the inner partes. The 
third, fo2 it is help and ſuctour of the ſi- 
newes,that come from the bꝛain downs 
ward to diuers parts of the body, to giue 
quuck mouuig and feeling in euerp part. 
The fourth to beare marro that com- 
meth down from the bzaine and to keep 
the marrowe, and ſaue it from griefes, 
within thoſe powers, The ridge boane 
of a beaſt is made and compounded of 
many bones, that they may the eaſilper 
riſe and ſettle vp themſelues, and bende, 
and to beare moze ſtrongly charges and 
burthens. And the ridge boanes be cal- 
led Spondilia in latine, and are hollow, 
that the marrowe of the ridge bone, that 
Phiſitions call Nucha,may the eaſilyer 
be bozne and come fo the neather mem⸗ 
ders, to make the quicke mouing:and the 
ſame kinde and vertue is as well in the 
bꝛaine, as in the marrowe of the ridge 
bone, as ſaith Conſtantine , And there- 
fo2e it is cloathed with a double ſ kinne, 


as the bꝛaine is, as ſaith he. And there- 
foe if this marrowe in the ridge bone, 
be in anye wile let either hurte , the 
vertue of feeling is hurt in wozking and 
doing, as it is when the bzaine is hurt, 
and therefoze if this marrowe be hurt, 
the beaſt dreth lightly, therefoze kinde 
maketh the ridge bones hard 4 ine top,: 
alſo picked and ſharpe,fo2 the moze de⸗ 
fence of the marrowe,and ſoz the moꝛe 
eaſte withſtanding and putting off , of 
hurting and w2ong. The ſkinne of the 
ridge is harder and thicker than the ſkin 
of other parts of a beaſt, and that is foz 
the cauſe afozeſayd, and the ridge ſuffe- 
reth many griefes within and without. 
Foz without it is beaten and hath ma- 
ny griefes, Within it ſuffereth ſhzink- 
ing of ſinewes, to much replection of hu⸗ 
mours, topping of the veynes and the 
gates of the ſpirites , ſoze pzicking and 
putting, and ſtopping, and griefes of di- 
ners goutes and dꝛopſies.

11, Conſt intine Caith lib. a. that the 
boane is the hardeſt and dꝛyeſt parte of 
the body of a beaſt, and that is needfull, 
either becauſe the boanes be the founda- 
tion of all the body,vpon the which, the 
building of all the body is ſet, and thcr- 
ſoze it nedeth that the bones be ſtrong; 
02 els becauſe they defend þ inner parts 
from griefes that might hap and fall by 
diuers things that be without. Pany & 
diuers bones are in the body, and that is 
fo2 moze ſadnes and ſtrength of the bo- 
dy, oꝛ ſoz eaſineſſe of mouing , 02 to a- 
uopd great griefes from the body: & ſuch 
bindings and accozdes be betwerne the 
members of the body,that if one be gre- 
ued, they are all grieued.

And they be hollow within, and full of 
marrom, and are bound togethcrs with 
ſinewie bondes , and beare euerp each 
other continually.

Heriſipulas is the Greeke word, a- 
mong the Latines named, Apoſtema 
calidam, of ſome tearmed Ignis facer, 
the ſhingles, which is a burning humor 
pricing: whoſe bliſters 'are lyke 
wheales of white matterie colour, and 
beginneth in the necks and ſhoulders, 
Sometime by ouermuch gathering 
and repletion of huamoars in the ioynts 
of the doanes, as it fareth of them that 
haue the gowte. And ſometime they ate 
grieued by coꝛruption of the marrowe 
that is within, as it falleth in Leapers. 
Amd ſometume of waſting of humours 
of rhe marrowe, as it fareth in them 
whlr dane the Etike, oꝛ be waſted and 
coſitmed:and<the dæ per in the hollow ⸗ 
nete of the boanes, ths boane ache is 
roted and Maured,' infoniach it is the 
moꝛe grieuous and perilious ; And ſo 
the cozrupt boanes voe co:rupt by tyttie 
and lyttte the fiefh that is next to them, 
and maketh them to rot.

¶ Then marke well, that a vaine is 
the bearer and carrier of bloud, terrer, 
and warden of the life of brats, and tor⸗ 
teineth in himſclfe the foure Llondy hu⸗ 
mours cleane and pure, which tc cꝛdei⸗ 
ned fo2 fading of all the partes cf the | 
bodye. Moꝛcouer a veine is hollowe, to 
recciue bloud the moꝛt eaſilye, and as 
it noedeth in kinde, that one veirc bꝛing 
and giue bloud to another veine. àlſo a 
veine is meſlenger of health and of ſick⸗ 
nefſe 5702 by the pulie ot the arteries and 
diſpoſition of the veines, Phiſitions 
deeme ol the feblieneſſe and ſtrength of 
the heart. Allo if a vaine be toꝛruxt, and 
tontemeth coꝛrupt bloud: it tonupteth 
and infecteth all the bodie, as it farcth in 
lepers, whole blond is molt cc2rupte 
in the veines, of the which the mem⸗ 
bers be fedde by ſucking of blond , and 
taketh thereby toꝛruption and lickneſle | 
incurable. Alſo the veine of the arme is 
ofte grieued. conſtrayned, and w2ong, | 
opened and flif, and wennded to relaue | 
the ſickneſſe of all the bodye by hurting | 
of that veine. Alſo the veines that ba | 
onermuch ffraighted oz wꝛong with fat ⸗ 
neſſe 02 with fleſh, haue leſſe of blond | 
and of ſpirit then the other veines. ind 
therefo2c in the ſubſtance of ſuch veines | 
kindly heate fatleth, and the ſpirite vi- | 
tall is leſſed. Zherefoze ſuch beafts Hine | 
and indure the leffe time, as ſatth Con- 
ſtantine, libet. ii. cap. y. Ariſtotle. lib. : 
ſaith, If a veine be tut 02 flit, it maye 
be healed and ioyned again. and fo wv 
not a ſinew. Item ib1, 11,6 , Such as the 
veines be vnder the tongue of a beast, 
ſuch is the coulonr that that beaft brin- 
geth fozth , And thercfoze her ſayth, | 
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That ſhepe with white veines vnder 
p tongue, haue white lambs. And in like 
wile ſheepe with black veines vnder the 
tongue, haue blacke lambes. Jf ye deſire 
to know moꝛe of this matter, ſee ke atoze 
in the chapter of the tongue.

Fed is called Cp in Latine , and 

hath that name of Caric,that is mats 
WA and rottenneſſe, as ſaith Remigius 0 
Gregory laith, that the fleſh is oft chan⸗ 
geable, and thereſoꝛe it rotteth haſtely , 
And Gregory ſayth, That there be ma; 
ny manners of fleſh : Foz ſome is fleſh 
of Fiſh,ſome of Fowles , and ſome of 
Serpents,and ſome of Advers . And in 
this mans fleſh is pꝛiuiledged, ſoꝛ man is 
fo2med to the nobleſt and wozthyeſt, that 
is to wit , is iopned to the reaſonable 
ſoule . Therefoze if is aboue wonders, 
and moſt wonderfull , tdat in the laft 
tine mans fleſh is made Gods fleſhe, 
when Gods ſonne became man, and 
dwelled among vs.Then the fleſh that 
was frailoe and bꝛittle of mankinde, was 
made higheſt abouc other, when it was 
topned to Gods ſonne, as ſapth Grego- 
ric, Conſtantine ſapth , That fleſh is 
kindly hot and moiſt, and feebcth kindly 
heate, and couereth ſinewes, boanes,and 
bꝛaine, and defendeth them, and tempe⸗ 
reth the coldneſſe ol them. And there is 
thꝛee manner of fleſhes, ſome is medled 
with muſcles, ſine wo, and ſtrings. and is 
called bzawne:the other manner of fleſh 
is temperate betwerne hard and ſoft,and 


is called griſtlely,the third is kirnellye , 
And pure ficſh is moſt in the ridge and 


in the gummes. The fleſh that lycth in 
the vtter partes of the bones, that reſt⸗ 
eth vpon that fleſh,is as it were a nerd⸗ 
full Tapit of ealement foz þ ſayd bones. 
The ficſh of the ridge boane is nede- 
full both within and without, faz two 


cauſes. Fo: it heateth the marrow of the 
ridge boane, and fi the hollowneſſe 
betweene the ridge boanes, and alſo kee- 


peth and ſaueth the ſinewes that come 
vpwarde and downewarde , that they 
b:cake not no: faile , by reaſon of the 


long wape, and the fleſh (pecially de- 


fendeth the ridge from diſtemperate| 
aire, and from vtter griefes and harn es 
Che fleſh that is betwerne the teth ke⸗ 
peth and ſaueth the mazes and rotes 
of them: and feedeth theſe m@2es and 
totes, and maketh them ſteadfaſt and 

ſtable. Knottye fleſhe hath th:& pꝛoper⸗ 
tyes. One maketh wet and moy ſt, as the 
fleſh of pappes and teates, and the kir⸗ 
nells vnder the tongue , which b2zadct; 
ſpittle, fo2 the mouth , the tongue, and 
the cheekes, that they bee not let of mc- 
uing with to great dꝛineſſe. The other 
parte that is kirnelled and knottic , fil- 


leth and occuppeth vopde places, and. 


ſuccoureth the deines and the ſinewes, 
and receiue the (upcrfitutye that wo- 
ſeth out of them. The thirde parte of 
ficlh .beclippcth the ſtomacke and the 
guttes ; And with this parte is medled 
certaine nettes and caules of ſinewes, 


veines, and wolen, which bzing mo- | 
ning and feeling to the inwardes. No: 


theyꝛ waye ſhould not bee ſure, withs 
out this kirnelled fleſh were ſo ſpꝛead, 
that the ſincwes and the arterics might 
reſt eaſily therevpon : And alſo that the 
ſincwes and the arterpes maye finde a 
loft place to flye to fo2 ſuccour, if it hap⸗ 
pened them to merte with any thing that 
ſhould grieue them with hardneſſe, Huc 
vſque Conſtantinus. li. 2. cap. 4. Fleſh 
that is temperate and meane betweene 
fat and leane is god 4 health ful, namely 
if it be not medled with cozrupt bloud, 
no2 bꝛed thereof, noꝛ fed therewith. Foz 
ſuch fleſh is the beginning of cozrupti- 
on, as ſapth Ariſtotle. libro, 3, And like⸗ 
wile Conſtantme. libro. ii. cap. 17. Al- 
ſtotle liber. ia. ſaith, That to much ficſh 
letteth the woꝛkings of the ſpirite, And 
thercfo2ze the head is not made of much 
fleſh, that it may be of the better witte 
and perfect bnderſtanding. Item. liber,1, 
If the place about the eyen haue much 
ficſhe , it betokeneth euill diſpoſition, 
guile, deceit, and euill cuſtome, and de- 
fault of vertus Jnfo2zmatine . Ard ſo if 


there bee to much fleſh, and the vertur 
of fozmation and ſhape bee fable: then 


wonderfull paſſions and euills b:ede in 
the bodie, as Ar iſt.l b. 16. ſheweth an cn- 
ſample of a moman, that tuppoſed that 
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ſhe was with childe , and at laſt cher 
b:ought fo2th a.grifipe lumpe of fleſhe, 
which is called Mola among Phiſitt- 
ons,tc . Allo the very pure ſleſh is tens 
der and ſofte : and therefo2e it will not 
away with trauaile.Wherefo2e liber. 2, 
it is ſayd, that the fat of a Camell haue 
much ſleſh, as the forte of a Beare, and 
therfoze men make to the Camell ſtrong 
ſhoes of haire and of Leather, when hee 
hall wozke, to keepe him from ach and 
bro, 12.) The fleſh is not the firſt mem 
ber uf ferlung, neither a member conur⸗ 


clawes, be fedde with ficthe, and wilde 
beaſtes alſo, and fleſhe is the pꝛaye of 
ſuch Fo wies, fo2 niede of meate and of 
lde, aa it is ſapd. Liber. 14. And faules 


Warpe of light. as it is there ſayde. And 
Fowles of greate fatneſſe ; be flowe of 
mouing and of fliabt, and they be mo2e 


into ficſh and fatnefſe ; and alſo hy rea- 
ſon of reſt , Foz then Fowles moue 
leſſe from place to place, as ſaith Iſaac in 


Dictus.

Atneſſe is a moyſt thing, and ſifteth 
*. vppon the (mail cellas and places as 
ſayth Conſtannne . a ſuhtill bloud 
and vuctuaus gathereth no futneſſe in 
bot plates, there it may enter and pearce. 
But when-it commeth to plates, that 
kindlye are colde. there it congealeth at 
laſt , and tourneth into fatnefſe , Arid 
that kinde doth fd2 right greate neede, 


to temper with the moyſture of fatneſſe 


the ſinewes and felles , which be kind- 
ly dꝛye, that they ſhoulde not lyghtlye 
bꝛeake by ſome happe that might fall: 
And allo to keepe and ſaue with fat- 
ncũe that that is betwane the inner

is bꝛead in the bodies of beaſts, of blond 
vndigeſtedand vndefted, and namely toz 
ſcarcitte of moning . And the moze the 
faineſſetacrcaſeth and watcth, the moꝛe 
the bloud minichetd and vaniſheth. And 
therfo:cin right fat men, is little bloud. 
And beocdapth, Libro,16, Poung walt ⸗ 


eth and deſtropeth fatneſſe , and ſo doth 


heate alia. Lherefoze in all beaſtes the 
right reine hath leſſe fatneſſe then the 
teft reine, ann is higher in place and 


mo2e ſtronger then in the lette ſide, and 
ofmoze mouing. And Conſtantine faith, 
That fat bodies and to full of greaſe; 
be wozlk, and appꝛopꝛied to moſt woꝛſt 
enills and ficknefſes , F02'1n ſuch bo- 
dies oft kinde heat is ſtiffeled: And by 
ſtopping of fatneſſe, the waye of the ſpi⸗ 
rit is cloſed and fozbarred : And the m⸗ 
finence of the ſpirites maye not. come to 
rule the ſinewes and arteryes. And hee 
ſayth, that all fat bovyes fall into long 
fickneſſe, which ber harve and flowe to 
yeale : and that is fo2 the great ſupertlu⸗ 
itie of humours gathered together in 
them . Foz ſuch bodyes charged with 
fatnefle, moue not themſelues to trauel!, 
whereby kindly heat ſhould be augmen⸗ 
ted.

Tbat a woman 5 is to fat, concetueth 
not till-ſhe become leane : and it is no 
wonder: Foz the fatneſſe letteth 4 ſtop⸗ 
peth the way of the mother.Alſo greace 
and fatneſſe doth moyſt things: and ata 
not ſone dzie,Wherefoze. 11,3, Ariſtotle 
(ayth, That the bzoth of beaſtes with 
much greace renleth not, as the bzoth 
of a hozſe,o2 of a wins. ltem,cuerye 
beaſt with greace not departed from the 
fleſh , bath but- lyttle fatneſe- in the 
wombe. And when the wombes bee hut 
lyttie, the fleſh is verye fattie. Item hee 
ſayth;that that is nigh the blacke of the 
eie in all beaſtes is fuli fat, though the 
eye de hard. And cnery beaſt with much 
talla we hath little ſabe : whether it ber 
male oz female . And beaſtes with terth 
in either 1awe,haue no tallo we. Tallow 
congealeth anone when it is taken out 
of the bodye and ſet in colde apze. Pir- 
guedo, Adeps, and Araina, be all one 
touching theyꝛ ſubſtaunce. But 1ſidore 
ſaith, Aruira is that fatneſſe, that clea⸗ 
veth to the l kinne: Adeps is that fat- 
nelle that beclppeth the guttes,and ker 
peth and ſaueth the members within.

And the ſkinne hath 
this p2opertie,that if in a place without 
fleſh, it ber cut off, it groweth no moze, 
no2 dꝛaweth not together, as it fareth in 
the Nauell, and in the bꝛeadthes of the 
eye liddes, Alſo liber,19, Jn ſome beaſts 
the ſkinne is (mall and thinne , and in 
ſome greate and thicke , as the humour 
\mall o2 great hath the maſterie. And in 
a great i kinne groweth great haire,and 
in a ſmall ſkinne ſmall haire. And in 
age the (kinne wareth great and harde, 
and ſh2inketh and riueleth, fo2 defaults 
of heate, and conſuming of kindlye hu- 
mour, and then the beautie chaungeth . 
Alſo the ſkinne is oft grieued as other 
members be . Sometime the cauſe is 
without, as with wounds and dlitting, 
with heate of the Sunne, with burning, 
with hot and colde, wherewith it war⸗ 
eth pale, wanne, and bliewe, and taketh 
many diuerſe vnſermly coulours:Som- 
time the griefes of the \ kinne come of a 
cauſe that is within, as rineling, which 
commeth of waſting of the ſubſtantiall 
moyfture, as it fareth in olde men and 
women.

ffrength. Iſidore ſaith , yet in this age 
the members are ſoſte and tender, and 
able to ſtretch : and therſoꝛe they grow 
by vertue of heate that bath maſterye in 
them, euen to the perfection of comple» 
ment. After this Adoleſcentia age, com- 
meth the age that is called Iuuentus, and 
this age is meane betwerne all ages:

as Iiidore faith, to rlv, oz l. pcares, 
and there endeth, And Iſidore ſaith, this 
age Iuventus hath that name of lu- 
uate, that is to helpe : fo2 in that age a 
man is ſet in his full increaſing,s+ there⸗ 
foze he is ſtrong to helpe at nade: 4 If. 
dore ſaith, that after this age luuentus, 
commeth the age that is called Senecto: 
and is the middle age betwerne the age 
that is called Iuuentus, ę the ſecond age 
þ Iſid. calleth henines o2 ſadneſſe. This 
age acco2deth to old men g ſad,fo2 to cal 
Juucncus young. In this age olde men 
dꝛawe from pouth to the ſecond age: Fo: 
ſuch men be not in the ſecond age , but 
their youth paſſcth,as ſaith 16dore, And 
vpon this age commeth the ſecond age: 
+ ſome men ſuppoſe, p this age endeth at 
Irr,yere,and ſome ſuppoſe that it endeth 
in no certaine nfiber of peares. But af- 
ter theſe ages, all the other part of mans 
lyfe is accounted Se nectus, oz Senium, 
the ſccond oz the laſt age. Iſidore ſayth, 
that this age is called, Seneftus,foz paſ- 
ſing and faypling of wit: ſoz by reaſon 
of age, olde men doate. Iſidore ſaith, that 
Philoſophers tell, that men that haue 
tolde bloud, be nice and foles : as men 
in whom hot bloud hath maſterie , are 
wiſe and readye , Therefoze olde men 
whole bloud wareth colde,and in whom 
the bloud beateth not can but little god. 
Alſo fo great age olde men doate and 
are mad: and foꝛ luſt, lyking,lightnes, 
and play,childzen knowe not what they 
ſhould doc, as Ihdore , Che laſt 
part of age is Semum, it is ſo cal- 
led becauſe it is the laſt end of age 4 of 
lyfe.

And ſome that is god in the begin- 
ning of euill, is grieuous when the cuill 
is at the bigheſt,fo2 then little meat ſhal 
be giuen to the ſicke man, as ſaith Ipo- 
cras and Galen, Foz then kind is altoge- 
ther occupied about digeſtion of the enil, 
wherefo2e then his doing ſhould be lefſcd 
and let, it it be occupied about much and 
great meat.

ſiring needeth much meate , And ipke- 
wiſe is it in Champions, 2nd: hare 
and ſtrong, and trauailing men, in whom 
becauſe of ſtrong and harde trauayie, the 
kinde heate is the moze : And therefoze 
to them nedeth greate abundaunce and 
much meate and dzinke, as Galen ſet- 
teth an enſample there. Then meate is 
right neceſſarie 4 needfull to every beaſt, 
and moſt accozding and connertient , 
when it is of one manner, and tenipo- 
rate, and not to much neyther tw lyt⸗ 
tle.

All that is reherſcd afoze of 
dinners g of feaſts actoꝛdeth to the ſup⸗ 
per alſo. Many things be neteſſarie and 
wo2lhippe the Supper, and were all in 
Aſluerus feaſts, as it is w2itten He.. 
The firſt is couenable time: fo2 it is con- 
uenient Þ a ſupper be made in due time, 
not to early ndz to late. The ſetond is co⸗ 
uenable place, large, plealant, ⁊ healthye. 
Chereſoꝛe it was ſayd of Aſſuerus, that 
be made his feaſt befoze an Oꝛcharde, 
which was hewen downe. The third is 
the heart and glad cheere-of him that ma⸗ 
keth the feaſt. The ſupper is not woꝛtde 
to be pꝛaiſed, if the Lo2d of the houle bee 
beany ch&red, Heſt. , When he wereth 
hot,xc. The fourth is many dinerſe mel⸗ 
ſes:S0 that who that wil not of one, may 
taſt of another, Heſter,, , There were 
bzonght in diſh vpon diſh. The fifth bee 
diuerſe Mines and dzinkes ; Heſter,1, 
Wine was bzought,+c, The flirt is cur- 
tefie and honeſtie of ſeruaunts. Heſter.i. 
He oꝛdeined of his Pꝛinces to bee mai- 
ſters oner the boꝛds, cc. The ſeauenth 
is kinde friendſhippe and companye of 
them that ſitte at the Supper. Heſter.i. 
He made a feaſt vnto al the Medes. The 
eight is mirth of long and of inſtru⸗ 
ments of muſicke: Noble men vſe not to 
make ſuppers without Yarpe 02 ſim⸗ 
phonie, L ulc.15, When he heard the ſims 
phony and Commnemuſe,te. The ninth is 
plentie of light of Candles, and of Pꝛic⸗ 
kets,and of Toꝛches. Fo2 it is ſhame to 


ſuppe in darkneſſe. and perillous alſo fo; 


flpes and other falth. Zherefoze Candles 
and P2ickets be ſet on Candleſtickes, 
and Chaumdelers,Lanternes and lamps, 
be neceſſary to burne. The tenth is the 
dilicioulnefſe of all that is (ct on the ta⸗ 
ble: Fo2 it is not bſed at ſupper to ſerue 
men with greate meate and common, as 
light meate and dilicious, and namely in 
Lo2des Courtes , The eleuenth is long 
during of the Supper. Foz men vſe af-

vnkindly: but thereof we ſhal ſpeak no⸗ 
thing at this time. Kindly lep commeth 
of temperate moyſture of the bꝛaine, as 
of (moake that is moyſt and clecre, that 
commeth from all the bodys bp to the 
bꝛayne, and that ſmoake thicketh the ſpi⸗ 
rites, and lleth the ſinewes, and ſo bin⸗ 
deth the wits. Aulten ſaith In predic- 
to h. That lepe commeth either of the 
meats that come in from without,o2 cls 
of a temperate humour within,y which 
when it is reſolued, coueteth to come to 
the bꝛaine, and there being reſolued, the 
tolde parte dzoppeth downewarde , and 
the heate paſſeth vpwarde , And the 
colde dꝛopping downward \ wageth the 
heate of thc heart, and letteth the pꝛoces 
of wozkings. And Auſten ſayth, and A- 
riſtoſtle alſo, that the beart is the well 
of woꝛkings, and all god and euil ſpꝛin⸗ 
geth out of the heart. In flee the ver⸗ 
tues of feelpng and of mouing, reſt, and 
the vertues ſpirituall and naturall be as 
they were befo:e hande, as it is ſenc 4 
knowen by pulle,bzeathing,and digeſti- 
on: fo; in ſleepe is beſt digeſtion , And 
Auicen deſcribeth fleepe,and ſayth, that 
fo; to ſpcake naturally, ſiæpe is the tur- 
ning againe of the ſpirite from the lims 
2 feeling and mouing to the well, with 
which well the inſtrumentes of the ſpi- 
rites haue ſyꝛing and beginning. And 
kinde litepe ts againe tourning of the 
ſpirites from dcepeneſſe and faſtneſſe , 
that meate and dꝛinke may be defied, as 
it fareth in ſlieepe of trauayling mem: in 
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per fluitie of reſolution of ſpirites. 


Kinde deſiring addition in lubſtaunce 


of ſpirites, faſteneth the ſpirites derpe in 
the inner parts, and hideth him therein: 
and ſo in them, the lleepe is moꝛe fait x 
long, And in that manner ſiept Ezecht- 
as,and fo they flecpe that be voyded with 
laxatiues and medicines : Foz much of 
the lubſtaunce cf the ſpirites, is reſolued 
with the ſuperſluities.

Madanc:alſo of Phil /p of Macedon,4 of 
Iulius Oct wins, home M. Cicero be⸗ 
ing yet a boy, thought be ſaw him in his 
dbꝛeame, and being awake, as ſone as he 
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Philo a Jewe and Cyprian wrote of 
2camcs, that they are ſometimes war- 
nings ſent by God, which lerue to the 
cdification of the Church. Auguſtine in 
his 12, boke De Geneſi ad literam the 
third Chapter ſayth that there are th2e 
kindes of dzcames : The firſt pertaine 
5 ſenſe which is called cozy 
l: The lecond ſpirituall, which con⸗ 
ſiſt of Images, and haue place about the 
fantaſie, oꝛ power of imagination: Che 
thirde he nameth intelleduall, becauſe 
they are comp;ehended onely by reaſon 
and iudgement of the minde. The diuell 
is the cauſe of dꝛeames alſo, Auguſtine 
ſatth , that one by dꝛeames declared in 
what houre a Pꝛieſt would come vnto 
him, and th2zough what place he would 
paſſe, And we are not ignoꝛant that the 
Cthnikes had Dzacles, where men were 
all night to obtaine viſions x d2cames , 
Such a one was thc oꝛacle of Amphi- 
arus ſonne of Oeleus an Argiue, and a 
Southſaper , being compelled by Adra- 
ſtus to goc to the Citie of Thebes , as 
ſono as he came thether, the earth ope- 
ned and \ wallowed him vp. Amph1io- 
chus a Philoſopher, Trophonius, 4 Aeſ- 
culapꝛus, in thoſe places the diuell ſhew- 
ed vnto thaſe which ſlept, the remedyes 
and medicines to heale ſuch as were 
ſicke, and there withall alſo, gaue aun⸗ 
\ were of other matters. Supernatural 
llxpes and dꝛeames dot come of God 
from aboue by god Angells, by p which 
God reucaleth his wl. to whom it ple ; 
ſeth hun, and we vnderſtande that thoſe 
kinde of dꝛeames, doe nuich differ from 
thoſe that be naturall, becauſe they are 
of moꝛe cer taintie, and ſealed and.confir- 
med from aboue, ſo that the veritie of 
the ſame cannot be anbiguous oꝛ doubt⸗ 
full. Auguſtine in his Cyiſtle to E- cc 
uochus the 100. Epiſtle he ſaith, J wold 
to God J could dilcern between dzeames 
which are giuen to exroz,and thoſe which 
are to ſaluation, neuertheleſſe we ougbt 
to be of godchere , becauſe God ſuffe⸗ 
reth his childzen to be tempted, but not 
to periſh. It is al@-wzitten by D. Au- 
guſtine in his boke De Ciuitate Dei, 
p.20. Iucubus doth infeſt and trouble 
women, and Succubus doth infeſt men,. 


by the which words it is maniſeſt, that 
the godly,chaſt, and honeſt minded, arc 
nat fræ from this groſe ſubicction , al 
though moze commonlp the diſhoneſt 
are moleſted therewith. Some hold op1- 
nion, that M. rline, in the time of Vor- 
tiger king of great Uritaine, 470. yeres 
befoze Chꝛiſt, was boꝛne after this man⸗ 
ner. Hlierommus Cardanus in his tre- 
tiſe De re bus contra naturam, ſames to 
be of opinion that ſpirits 02 diuells may

It ſæ⸗ 
meth not by any reaſon of man , that a 
diuell oz ſptrite,hould beget on a natu⸗ 
rall bodie either ſonne 02 daughter, ex⸗ 
cept they in poſſeſſing new ſlaine oꝛ dead 
bodies, vſc thoſe powers that may come 
to a fo2me and ſhape fo2th of that bo- 
die wherein it is infuſed, oz that theſe 
ſpirites be not of that ſubtill Materia 
that the Demones axe, but a moze groſe 
and earthie cauſe, as Nywpbe, Drya- 
des, Hobgoblims and Fairies; Foz that 
it is no ſtrannge ſecreat to-diſcloſe that 
infewe veares hoer e in Englande, two 
teuerall perſons came acquainted with

(CFcles of henen be many : of þ which 
twaine be ſcene, the which twaine bee 
called Galax1as and Zodiacus , 

Zodiacus,an ouerthwart circle deui- 
ſed to be in heauen by the Aſtronomers, 
to declare the courſe of the @unne al- 
wap, bet werne the Tropikes of Cancer 
and Capricorno , To which po yntes 
when it commeth either in the deepeſt 
of winter, oꝛ in the higheſt of Summer, 
it declyneth by little and little backe as 
gaine toward the Equinoctiall . This 
Circle hath the name of the figures of 
beaſtes, that are imagined fo be in it, 
to expꝛeſſe the natures of the twelue 
Signes, which are within the compaſſe 
of the ſame, 

The other are vnſene,as the Circle 
that is named Equinoctialis, that de- 
parteth heauen in two partes euen like: 
the which two parts be called Emiſpe- 
ria. And that Circle Equinoctialis, tou⸗ 
cheth the Circle that is called Zodiacus, 
in two Signes , that one is named A- 
ries, and that other Libra, the weigher 
and the Ballaunce. The other Circle is 
called solſticialis eſtiualis, that is, The 
ſtinting of the Sunne in Summer : foꝛ 
when the Dunne is therein, the Sunne 
is ſtinted in the Summer, and the dates 
begin to were ſhozter, This Circle tou- 
cheth Zodiacus, in the ſigne that is cal- 
led Cancer , the Crabbe : and is as it 
were the ioyning of our dwelling coun- 
trep. 

And another is called Parallelus, oz 
the Circle scptemtrionalis, and is na- 


med Articus alſo, and is as it were the 
departing of our dwcllyng place. And 
the Circle that is towarde the Circle , 
which is called Torrida zona, which is 
as it were the iopning of Torrida and 
of our habitation, toucheth the Circle 
which is named Zodiacus, in the Signe 
which is called Capricornus : And this 
Circle is named solſticialis Hyemalis, 
of ſtinting of the Sunne in Ainter. 

Foz when the Sunne is in that Circle, 
the Sunne ſtinteth in Winter, and the

Alaxias is a circle of heaven , and is 
J mo2e faire and bzight then other cir- 
cles of heauen , and paſſeth by the mid- 
dle of heauen, and beginneth from Caſt 
and paſſeth to the Nozth by thele lignes, 
which are called Cancer Capricornus, 
and turneth againe to his owne point. 
And this circle is called the milky circle: 
Fo2 among all circles of hcauen , that 
circle is moſt bztght and cleere, and moſt 
notable. And therefoze by night it ruleth 
and leadeth ſhip-men , and waye-faring 
men. And the moze clere the weather is 
by night ? cold, the better is the pertei⸗ 
uing of this circle. By the opinion of the 
common people, the circle Galax1as is 5 
voꝛe of the paſſing of the Dun, that the 
Dun leaueth after him when he paſſeth 
in that circle. But Ariſtotle ſapth þ this 
is falſe. F02 if Galaxias were of the im- 
pꝛinting of the paſſage of the Dun, then 
muſt this pꝛinting be in the fignes , in 
the which the Sunne paſſeth with other 
moueable ſtarres. And we lee that this is 
falſe, Fo2 it paſſeth the boundes of the 
circles, which are called Zodiacus, wher 
the Sunne commeth not nigh : as it is 
ſayde in Libro Meth, Therefoze A- 
naxagoras and Democritus ſapde , that 
Gal:x1as is of reflection and reboun- 
ding of light to warde the ap2e , as if 
were in a mirrour, But this is falſe, as 
Ariſtotle ſapth , Thereſoze if it were 
ſo, Galaxiss ſhoulde chaunge plate, as 
the lyght channaeth, and this is falſe , 
Fo2 wee (ve, that Galaxizs is alwap in 
one place, and paſſeth not thence. Ther⸗ 
foze Ariſtotle ſayth in this manner 
Fire, which is niah to the roundneſſe of 
yeauen , is ſhining and bꝛigbt .. And in 


the place where Galaxias is ſcene , be

And theſe ſignes ber called by 
their owne pꝛoper names: As Aries, 
the Weather : Taurus, the Bull, and ſo 
of other. They be called beaſtes,not foz 
that beaſtes be ſet in heaven: but fo2 in 
cffectes and doing they pzeſent ſome 
p2opertie of ſuch beaſts:as it ſhall be ſaid 
herre following.

Therefoze the moze gas 
thering of lyght is in the ſubſtaunce of 
the body of a ſtarre, the moze he is in 
quantitic,in ſaireneſſe, clcreneſſe, and al- 
ſo the moꝛe in might and vertue. Alſo 
he calleth ſtarres, bearers of lygbt: fa; 
that they be bꝛight bodyes, and give to 
men 8 beaſtes,by night when it is dark, 
the comſozt of lyght , and oꝛnate 4 hight 
the oucr parte of this woꝛlde, and as 
farre ſtoꝛth as they map, they be in ſtecd 
of the Sunne, of whome they recciue 
lyght , and by continuall ſending out 


of beames, they cleanſe and pourge the 


aire: by vertue of them, cozruption of 
peſtilence is taken away from the nea- 
ther wozlde.

5, 
P.yeere, But whatſocucr Philoſophers 
tell hereof, we ſhall holde terteintp: that 
that belongeth not to vs to dme, what 
time the laſt end ſhall come. And when 
it ſhall be , he onelpe knoweth , that 
is maker of times, and conteineth in his 
might and power, moments and times. 


Oft Polus, Chap,34. 


AS Beda fayth , Polus is a right lyt- 
tle ſtarre, of the which all the ouer 
part of heauen is ſo called. And two Po- 
lis there be, that one is called Articus 02 
Borealis, that alwaye ſhincth to ds, and 
neuer goeth downe to our ſight. Foz al- 
waye be 1s aboue vs: And bee hath that 
name Polus, of Pollendo , ſhining : foz 
he ſhineth alwaye to the woꝛlde. The 
other eolus is called Antarticus, that is 
to wit, the South oz the raine ſtar, and 
is afoze the No2th ſtarre that is called 
Pelus articus, which is alway vnſene to 


vs. Betwerne theſe two ros, as it were 


betwerne the endes of the wozld, the fir- 
mamẽt mouneth alway. Theſe two yolus 
moue neuer out of they: owne place, but 
vet they ber bozne rounde about in the 
circle of the ſphcre. A line that is called 
Axis, ftretcheth by the middle point of 
the earth from pole fo pole. About the 
which Axis all the ſ wiftneſly of the fir- 
mament is rauiſhed and moneth . And 
this line p is called Axis is not material: 
but rather a terteine intellecuall line,: 
Rretcheth from pole to pole, euen ſtreight 
as a line is dꝛawen enen 4 ftreight from

one point to enother , About this line | 


that is called Axis, as it were about the 


middle of the woꝛld, the firmament pal⸗ 


ſeth about with endleſſe rauiſhing. Then 
the Pole is a ſtarre higeſt in plate, moſt 
wilt in mouing,and lcaſt in quanti%c 
to our ght: though he ber full create 
and huge in himſelfe: and he 1s moſt 
pꝛofitable in eff. Foz by the place of 
this ſtarre, plate and ſteedes and bounder 
of the other ſtarres g ol circles of heauen 
be knowen, Therefoze Aſtronomers be⸗ 
holde moſt this ftarre. Then this ſtarre 
is deſcribed of moft ſhoꝛt circle: fo2 hee 


is farre from the place that wer te in, 


hee hideth the hugeneſſe of his quantit ye 
fo vnmoueableneſſe of his place:and he 
doth certifie men moſt certceinly,y behold 
and take herde thereof, And therefoze her 
is called stella maris, the ſtarre of the 
ſca. Foz be leadeth in the Sta men that 
ſaile,and haue ſhippe mens craft, 

And becaule of his place, tho middle of 
all heauen is knowen,and by the going 
aboute of certeine Starres, that bee cal- 
led Al cthutus, the ſtarre which is called 
Polus, is diſtinguiſhed from other ſtars, 
Arcthurus is like therto, 4 is tommon⸗ 
Ive called Charlemaynes Maine. And 
this ſtarre hath that name polus articvs 
of Ar&hurus : fo; it is nigh thereto,as 
Beda fapth.

And Damaſcenus ſaith, That light hath 
no ſubſtaunce of his owne, And Aulten 
ſayth ſuper Geneſim. ad litteram, That 
the lyght is a bodylye ſubſtaunce , moſt 
' ſimple in kinde of bodpes, and moſt

| paſſinglye thirling and pearcing, and 
leaſt letting, and moſt bꝛæding, and

doeth bearc vs witneſſe, of the Pro- 
batica the fiſh ponde, into the which al⸗ 
ter the water was moued by the An- 
gell,he which firſt came into it was de- 
lyucred of what diſeaſe ſoeuer. The 
ſane vertue and power is read to haue 
of the Nimphes lonides, which was 
in the territozic of the Aclians , by the 
riger Cytheron into the which, de that 
went with a icke body, went out of it 
whole and ſound, without any griefe of 
body. Pauſamas repozteth that there is 
| in Liceum a Pountaine in Arcadia, 4 
fountaine which was called Agria, vn⸗ 
to the which, as often as the p2outh of 
the Countrey did th2caten ſpople to the 
Coꝛne, the Pzieſts of Jupiter Liceus, 
ing the holy water, with. holy pzaycrs, 
loing a bzaunch of Que in his hand, 
thzult it vowne into the. water. Then 
the water being moued,the vapour ber 
ing from thence lifted vp into the ay2c, 
became clowds, which meeting together, 
did ouertaſt all the ſkie, which not long 
after, tourning into raine,did wholſom⸗ 
ly water the whole region. But conter 
ning the nitracles of water, beſides ma- 
ny other Authours, Ruffus Epheſius, a 
Phiſition , hath witten wonderous 
things, and found in no other Authour 
that J know of : it remaineth to ſpeak 
of the aire, This is a vitall ſpirite,go- 
ing thzough all things that ate, giuing 
life to all things , and making them to 
(and together, binding, mouing, and fil 
| ling all things, Berre vpon the Doctozs 
of the Pebzcwes , doe not recken it a- 
mong the Elementes, but as it were a 
meane & a glie w, iopning divers things 
in one together, and reckoning it as it 
were the reſounding ſpirite of þ moꝛlos 
inſtrument: fo2 he doth next, of all con 
tetue in himlelfe, the influence of all ce. 
leſtiall things, and doeth communicate 
as well with other Elements, as with 


— 
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taine heauenly glaſſe, the ſhape, foꝛme + 


kinde of all things, as well naturall, as 


artificiall,and of ſpeaches whatſocuer: x 
carrieng them with him, 4 imp2inting 
in them, as well in ſlpe as in waking, 
the bodies of men and itutng creatures, 
doth enter in thzough the pazcs , and 
miniſtreth matter of ſundꝛy wonderful 
dꝛemes, diuinations 4 ſothſaiengs Pers 
of alſo men ſaieth, that it commeth to 


paſſe, why one paſſing by a place, in the 


which a man hath bene Qainc,o2 a car» 
kaſſe newly hidden, doth tremble wi:h 
fcare and d2ead ; becauſe the apꝛe bœ⸗ 
ing there full of hozrible ſhapes of mur- 
thering,doth moue and trouble the ſpi- 
rite of the man, whilcft together it is 
d2awen in, with þ lyke ſhapes 4 fozmes, 
whereofit hapneth that feare inſucth,fo; 
cuery ſodaine impꝛeſſion docth aſtoniſh 
nature. Foꝛ this cauſe,manye Philoſo- 
phers haue ſuppoſcd, that thc aire is the 
cauſe of dzcanics, and of wanye other 
impꝛeſſions of the (cul: , by the baing- 
ing of ſhap.s, ſimilitude*, e ſhowes, 
Which are fallen from this, and ſpas 
hes multiplied in the very aire, vn ill 
they come to pᷣ ſenſcs,4 at length tothe 
fantaſie and ſoule of the recciucr;to wit, 
that ſoule, which being clerre led cares, 
not letted, 4 mecting w ſuch ſhapes, is 
by the inſtructed, fez f ſhapes of things, 
although of their owne nature, they be 
bought to pᷣ ſenſes of men & liuing cre- 
atures, xcꝭ from hcauen while they are 
in the aire, they may get ſome impꝛelſi⸗ 
on, whereby tegethet with the aptncCe, 
they are rather caricd from the diſpoũ⸗ 
tion of the receiuer, to the ſenſe of onc, 
then of another. And foz this it is pol 
fable, that naturally 4 without all ſuper⸗ 
Nition, by þ meanes of no ſpirit, a man 
map in a very ſhozt ſpace declare to a 
m conceit of his minde, be the di⸗ 
ſtice + dwelling neuer ſo far: altbeugb ỹ 
time wherin this hapncth cannot pelli⸗ 
bly bemclured, yct within 24. heures 5 
mult nades be done, and J kr.cw tow 
to doe it, Pozcouer,the Abbot T riteni- 
us, in times paſt hut lor it and did it, 
And how certaine ſhapes not onely ſpi⸗ 
rituall but alſo natuxall, do flo we from 
things, by influfce of bazics ftõ bodies, 
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and doe waye ffrong in the verye ay2e, 
and doe offcr and ſhew themſelucs vn- 
to vs, by light and by mouing, both to 
the fight, and toother ſenſes alſo , and 
ſometimes do wozke maruailous things 
in vs, as Flatinus doth pꝛoue g teach 

And we doe ſer, how when the South 
winde bloweth,the aire is thickned in⸗ 


| to thinne clowdes , in the which as in 


a glaſſe the Images being farre diſtant, 
of Caſtles,of mountaines,of hoꝛſes and 
men, and of other things, are rcflected, 
which immediately at the falling of the 
clowdes vaniſh aware. And Ariſtotle 
in his Meteors, toth declare the cauſe , 
foz that the raine bowe is gathered in a 
clowde of the aire,from a cerfaine ſimt- 
lifude of a loking glaſſe . And Albert 
ſayth,that the ſhapes of bodyes by the 
fo:ce of nature, may eaſely be expꝛeſſed 
in the moyſt aire , after the ſame ſo2tr, 
that þ Images of things are in things, 
And Ariſtotle repozteth, that it happe- 
ned to one, thzough weakenefle of his 
. 

rate 92 , 
was ftriken backe vnto him, and could 
not enter: wherevpon which waye he 


Ovid thus deſcribes him. 


the Pone, ſome otter man being pꝛiuie 
to the matter a great warts c, ſeecth, 
eth, and knoweth them, in the very 
02 circle of the ne: which deubt⸗ 
lefle is very p2ofitable ſkill to bewzay 
ſecrets, to citics and townes beſicged , 
in times paſt,pzaniſed by Pythegor- t, 
and at this day not vnknolren to ſome, 
and to my ſelſe. And all theſe things, & 
greater,are grounded vpon the very na- 
tore of the aire, and haue they2 reaſens 
out of Mathematike and Optike. And 
as theſe Images, are refleced to þ ſight, 
ſo are they often times to the hcaring, 
which is manifcft in the Ecko. Eut 
they haue moze hidden wozkmenſhips 
and \ killes, that a man alſo a farre off, 
may heare and vnderſkande what ano- 
ther ſpcaketh and whiſpereth in ſecret. , 

The windes alſo conſiſt of the Ele⸗ 
ment of the aire,foz they are nothing els 
than the ayze moned e ſtirred.Df theſe 
ther are foure pzincipalls,blowing from 
the 4.quarters of heauen,to wit, Notus 
from the South, Borcas from the No2th, 
Zephyrus from the Melt, and Apelio- 
tes 03 Eurus , from the Eaſt: Which 
Pontanus tumpꝛehending in theſe two

ſummo Boteas, Notus imo ſpirat 
ohaps, „e 
" Occafum inſedit Zephirus , yenit 
Eutus ab ortu. 
Fell Boreas blowes from heavens high, 
but Notus blowes hrs blaſt 
From loweſt part: Zephite from Weſt:

The South winde is meridionall, 
clowdie, mopſt, hot and ſicklye , which 
Ierome talleth the butler of raine , and 


The South winde fiyeth with moiſt 
wings, having his terrible cormfcnance 
touered with pitchie blacknes,his beard 
is loaden with ſhowers, water floweth 
from his hoare batres, clowdes ſitteth 
vpon his bꝛowe, and his fethers and bo⸗ 
ſome are wet. | 

And Boreas being contrarye fo No- 
tus, is a Noztherly winde, vyolent and 
ſounding,and ſh2il, which ſcattering the 
clowdes,maketh the aire clecre,and free- 
ſeth the water, !

tals,plats & lining creatures:2 albeit to 
p generation of cuery of them, all Cle- 
ments do agree in compoſition: yet eue⸗ 
ry of them, doth follow and imitate one 


. aire, as the Birde of Paradiſe, and the 
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earthly , fo2 by nature they are heauy Fx 
deſcend, + axe ſu framed by d2onth that | 
they cannot be molten. But mettalls 
are wateriſh, and apte to flowe , and | 
which naturall Jdhi!oſopbers confeclle, 4 
Alcumiſtes do pꝛoue, are mngendered of 
a viſcus o2 ſlimie watcr,oz cls of wate- 
riſi quick: ſiluer: ſo plants agree with 
tbe aire, that vnleſſe they burgen vp as 
bꝛoad, they pꝛoue not:ſo all lining crea⸗ 
tures haue a firte ſoꝛce, 4 a heuenlip be⸗ 
ginning,t fire doth touch them ſo nere, 
tha. when it is quenched, immediately 
all the lyfe doth faile. Againe, euerp one 
of thoſe kindes 1s ſcnered in it ſelfe, by 
p degrees of elcments,foz ainong ſtones 
they chiefly are called carthiy, which arc 
duſchie and hcany : and watcrie, which 
are cleere 02 maye be ſæne thzough, and 
which do conſiſt of water, the Ch2iſtal, 
Berell, the Pearle in ſhells : and they 
are airie, which do \ wim vpon the wa⸗ 
ter and are ſpongeons, as the Sponge, 
the Pomis,and the Jophus. There ber 
that are firie,out of the which fire is fect, 
and ſometimes is reſolued into it, o: 
are ingend2ed of it, as the vnder ſtone, 
the ſtone called Pyretes, 4 as Abctton, 
Likewiſe among mcttalls, lead and ſil⸗ 
uer are earthly,quickſilucr is wateriſh, 
copper & tinne arc airie, gold e pꝛon ate 
firte, In plants alſo the rotes doe imi⸗ 
tate the earth, by reſon of their thicknes: 
the leaues the water, by reaſon of their 
iupte: the flonres the aire, by reaſon of 
their ſubtiltie : the ſeedes tbe fire, by re- 
ſon of their begetting ſpirit, Moꝛeouer, 
ſome are called hot, ſome colde , ſome 
moylk, ſome dꝛv, and bozrowing to them 
the names of the elements from their 
qualities . Among liuing things, ſome 
ace moꝛe carthy than others, and inha- 
bite the bowells of the carth,as wozms 
called Caſſes, Poles,and many creeping 
things: ſome are watrie, as fiſhes:ſome 
are airie, which cannot line out of the 


Camelion. There are alſo that are ſic⸗ 
rie, as the Salamander, and certaine 
Crickets ; and which haue a certapne 
fierye heate , as Pigeons , Oftriges , 
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| calleth 
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calleth , beaſt bꝛeathing out a fieric ra- 
pour. Pozeoncr in lyuing creatures, the 
bones repꝛeſent the Carth,the ſleſth the 
Aire, the vita!l ſpirit the Fire, and the 
bumours the Mater: and theſe alſo are 
diuided o2 parted by the Elementes, 
fo2 red rholar giueth place'to the Fire, 
bloud fo the aire, fleame to the water, 
blacke choler to the earth. To tonciude, 
in the verp ſoule, as Auguſt, witnelſcth; 
the vnderſtanding rep:efenteth þ fire, re⸗ 
the ſenies the earth. And theſe alſo a⸗ 
mong themſelnes are diuided by Cle- 
mentes;fo2 the ſight is flrie, neither can 
it percetue without firc and lyghe: the 
hearing is airie, fo2 ſounde is made by 
the ſtriking ol the ire: but ſmell e taſt 
are referred to the water, without whole 
humour „ there can be no ſauour no2 
ſmell-: to tonclude, all the tonchings is 
tarthly, and requireth groſe bodpes. 

Moꝛeouer, the deedes and operations of 
men, are gouerned by the Elementes: 
foz a owe and heauy mwoning, betoke- 
neth the earth: feare, luggiſhneſſe, and 


à lyther wozke,ſignificth water: cha re ⸗ 


fulneſſe and friendly manners,the atre: 
a ſharpe and an angry vpolente, the fire. 
Whercfo:e the Elements arc the firſt 
of all things,and all things are of them, 
and acco2ding vnto them, and they in 
all things, and thꝛough all things, ſpꝛed 
abꝛoad their ſoꝛce.

1 e conſenting opinion of all the 
Platomkes is, that cuen as in the 
woꝛlde, bering the chiefe patterne, all are 
in all: ſo alſo in this cozpozall wo2ld , 
all thinges are in all , yet in diucrs 
manners, ko wit, acco2ding to the na⸗ 
ture of þ receiners:ſo alſo the elcments, 
are not onely in theſe inferiour bodies, 
but alſo in the heauens, in the ſtarres, 
in ſpirites and Angelles, to conclude, in 
God himlelfe,the wozker and chie fe pa⸗ 
trone of all. But in theſe carthlye bo⸗ 
dyes, the Elements are certaine groſe 


| fozmes,d2owned matters, and material 


elements. But in tc beaucns, the c cue. 
ments are though their natures and 
ftrengths : to wit, in a heauenſpe man⸗ 
ner, and much moze execilent tben be- 
neatih the Mone: for there is a hrauen⸗ 
ly mallineſſe of the carth, without the 
groſeneſſe of the water: and an agihtie 
of the aire, farre from dating ab:cad: 
the heate of the fire is ther not barning 
but thining,and quickening all thinges 
by his heate. Moꝛeouor of the Marres, 
Mars and Sol are flerie, lupiter & Ve- 
nus atrie, Saturne and Mercury watc- 
fiſh, and they are carthiys, which inha⸗ 
bitt the cight Orbe, and the Mane allo, 
(which notwithſtanding, of moſt men 
is thought to be waterie) foꝛaſmuch, as 
lyke to the carth it dꝛaweth vnſs it the 
waters of heauen, with the which, ſhe 
being moylkencd, doth thꝛough the ner ⸗ 
nelle, poure them dpon vs, and makes 
vs pertakers of them. There are alſo 
among the Signes ſome fierie , ſome 
earthly, ſome airie, ſome watrie, and the 
elements rule in the beuens thoſe foure 
triplicities, diſtributing to them the be⸗ 
ginning, the middle, the ende of encrye 
Element: ſo Ares hath the beginning 
of fire, Leo the pꝛocading and increaſe, 
and Savittarws the ende of fre: Tau- 
rus hath the beginning of earth, Virgo 
the p2ocading, Capricormus the ende: 
Gemim hath the beginning of aire, Li- 
bra the pꝛocetding, Aquarius the ende. 
Cancer poſſeſicth the beginning of wa- 
ter, Scorpio the middle, Viſces the ende. 
TAherefoꝛe of the mirticns of theſe pla⸗ 
nets and ſignes, together with the Ele⸗ 
ments, are wꝛougbt all bodyes: an be⸗ 
ſides ſpirites by this mcanes are dint- 
ded one from another, hat ſcme ere cal⸗ 
icd firie, ſome carthly, ſome airie, ſeme 
watrie. Veerevpon thoſe ſoure rivers in 
Mell, are ſayd to be of diners natures,to 
wit, Phlcgethon firie, Cocy ti apꝛie, 
Styx watt pe, Acheron earthlp, And 
in the goſpell we read of the fire of hell, 
an cucrlaſting fire (into tte which the 
accurſed ſhall be cemmaunded to goc). 
And in the Reuelation we read of the

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And in lob, They ſhall paſſe from þ wa- 
ters of \now,to ouermuch heate , And 
in the ſame we read,of the darke earth, 
and couered with the dimneſle of death, 
of the exrth of miſery + darknes. Lher- 
foze atfo- theſe Clements are placed, in 
the Angels + bleſſed intelligences, which 
are abouc, without the compaſle of this 
wozd : fo2:there is in them a ſtablenes 
of eſſente, t an earthly fo2ce, whercby the 
ſeates of God are made ſtrong : there is 
in them allo gentleneſſe + pitie , which 
is a watry vertue making cleane. Yer» 
vpon the Pſalmilt ſpeketh of þ waters, 
where of heauen he ſaith, Which ruleſt 
the waters that are aboue him , There 
aro alſo in them aire; which is a ſubtill 
ſpirit-: # lone, which is a baight fire. Foz 
this cauſc,the holy ſcripture calleth them

Abraham and the other Iirac!, And the

And other 
birdes there ber, that lone namely ſieds, 
and vſe to bee thertin and gette them 
meate,and eate continually of the fruite 
of the earth: as Cranes 4 Oteſe, both wild 
and tame. And ſuch foules lone to dwell 
togethers, both on the grounde and in 
the aire, and go and ſlie in heardes, and 
lone their olone kinde, and make a king 
among them , and ber obedient to him, 
and fiye in oꝛder and in araie , and fight 
ſomtime full Nrongly among theſelues, 
and rent and wounde and pull ofte cach 
other with therr billes: But affer that 
fighting , as they were reconciled, they 
fic rogethers,4 leaue not therefoze tom⸗ 
panie: And they haue foꝛeknowledge of 
tempeſt of weather, and when they (ex 
that it commeth, they gather and crye ; 
And they oꝛdeine watches, and in was 
tang chaungt places . All this is contei⸗ 
ned in Exameron of Baſile, and of Am- 


beoſe alſo . And-lykewile it is read in | 


Ariſtotle, Alſo Ariſtotle puttcth moze 
berreto;e ſaith, that the Crane that wal⸗ 
keth foz the watche by night, holdeth a 
lyttle ſtone in bis ſote, that if he hop to 
fall aſl&pe,he mape bee waked by falling 
of the ſtone. And alſo if a Crane loſe bis 
fello wihippe, de ſlyeth vp high, and cal- 
leth and crieth and ſaketh bis fellowes, 
and till he findtth them, vnneth he com. 
meth downc to baue meat: allo be ſaith,

that the king of thoſe' Birdes al wars 
leghtcth down firſt,and ariſeth firſt from 
the earth, and taketh firſt bis flight .

Allo the pꝛopertyes of ſome Foules 
ber knowen by diuerſitye eating. 3702 
ſome eate nothing but fleſh, 02 blend, 
as all the birdes and foules of p2ay with 
croked beakes aud ſharpe clawes , that 
tate ail-veaſts that they may bunt: ut 
they hunt not no2 tate no fowle ol their 
owne kinde. as fiſh eate ſuh ot their own 
kinve,as Ariſtotle ſayſh lu. 7. And ſuch 
birds and foules dzinkeneuer water, as 
be ſayth there. 57 508 

And tere be other birds that eate one⸗ 
ly feeds and fcuit, and hrarbes that grow 
on the ground, as Doues and Turtures 
and Oeſe bath wilde and tame. and o⸗ 
ther koales there be, that onely cate now 
fle, and nowe fcuite indifferent lye, as 
gladly that one as that other : as foules 
of rauen kinde, as Chonghes,Crowes, 
Rokes, Ranens,and Pies, of the which 
Ariſt»tlc ſapth and Baſilius alſo, That 


| foules of Kaucns kinde fee their birds 


in yoInth,and the young feede the olde in 
their age. A'lo when the olde ware fees 


| ble, the young belpe them , and beare 


them aon their ſhoulders, as he ſayth. 

And in mul inch Fowles kinde miloneſſe 
is pꝛaiſed, that men may bee aſhamed ta 
withdzawe oz to denye to ſerue Father 
and mother, inſomuch he knoweth that 
Birdes ſerue and helpe each other, as 
Ambrote ſayth. Alſo the pꝛopertpes of 
birdes and Foules bæ knowen by dil⸗

poſition of members. Foz as Ariſtotle 
| (apth. li decimo tercio. In this all ſoules 
| acco2de,tyat all Fonles haue billes, that 
art not founde in other beaſtes , But 
they be diverſe in diſpoſition : Foz ſome 
haus ſhozt billes and bꝛoade, and they 
lyfe is quiet and milde, foz ſuch a bill 
is able to take meate that is nigh . And 
(ome haue long billes and ſharpe , foz 
they take they2 meate out of dæpe pla- 
ces. And ſome hane ſharpe bills and cro- 
ked, foz ſuch a ſhape is needefull to cate, 
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to hale and to dꝛawe, and to rent rawe 
fieſh, And all Fonles haue theſe pꝛoper⸗ 
tics, that euerye foute hath two frete as 
a man. But in diipoſttion of fete and of 
lenges is moſt dinerſitye found Fo; the 
bete of tioue toted foules bo ſtrong and 
Warpe, fo2 ther de able and acroꝛding 
to p2ap and to hunting: And thc fete of 
water foules be cloſe, hollow, and bꝛoad: 
foz thep bee able to \ wimme. And all 
foules with long fte, haue long necks, 
and ye ffrcrching out they: neckes , 
Aid if the necke der (mall and ferble, ber 
veareth it downe in flyeng. And it is ge» 
nerall, tat eacry foule that bath a ho2te 
ward. And enerp touſe hath a nanil wht 
be is bzrad. But when the foule wareth, 
the namll is diode and not ſeene, Fo? it 
is continued with a gut by a baine that 
is within, 

Allo p2opertics of foulcs may be -hno- 
wen by \ wift oꝛ low bꝛerding of birds, 
as 'aCulagur that b:&e*cth tenne times 
in one yare, ànd ſome laye many egges 
as an hen: and ſome lay oft as hens and 
Coulnoures,and hennes that laye many 
egges, die ſone, as Ariſtotic ſaith. lib. 5. 
And foules with croked clawes that eat 
lech, laye ſeldome egges , fo2 they lay 
but once a peare, exctyt the Swallowes, 
that onely among foulcs that rate fleſh, 
laye egges twice a ptert. 

Audfonles ware ficke when they it 
abzwode vppon their egges,as it fareth in 
the. henne, and in the Cagle,of the which 
it is ſayd. 1, 6. Io then the Eagle is ſoꝛe 
greeucd,and her wings ware white, and 
her clawes goule and feeble, Pany other 
p2opertics be of foules, the which were 


to long to recen all a row. ire it ne- 
deth onely to knowe that among other 
kinde of beaſtes , generally Fonlcs are 


neaſts,. and bꝛerding and feeding of they?

Eagle, ton hope and truſt to haue ſoms 
part of dir pʒav. But when the p2ay that 
is taken is not ſuſticient to det ſelf,then 
as a king that taketh herd of a Comint,

and giueth it among the-vther, and ſors 
'ucth them therewith. And the ſetteth in 
ber neaſt two pꝛecious ones, which bee 
called Achates ', The one of them is 
male, and that other female. And it is 
ſapde, that they maye not — 
their birdes without thoſe tones 
And the layeth in ber neaft that pzecious 
tone that is calted Achates, to kepe her 
birdes from the venimous biting of cree- 
ping woꝛms, aa mus ſaith, And þ Ca- 
gle is called A quilo, and hath that name 
92 Ihdor.ſayth. Foz 
the bath ſo ſtrong. and ſo ſharp, and clrerv 
ſight, (as it is layde) that en ſhaw 
bozne and (icth pp into the aire, any ho- 
ueth aboue the ea ſo bigh,that vnneth 
thee is (ene with mans Gght . And out 
and. from (o great ) h#ſeth a 
ſmal fiſh \ wimme in the faileth 
downe-anone,as it were a ſtone,and tas 
keth ſodeinely the fiſh, and dꝛaweth the 
pꝛayt that is ſo- taken ſodeinelye to the 
Cliffs, And is a Birvg-batte and days of 
\ kinds, pn-defireth paaye 2.Hnd fa rygbt 
'rength and and boldnefſe vt scher birdes , 
is moſt in wings, fete, 
and bill. 02 her hath: Enowye wings, 
and therfoze in his ſuabt 
he. may woll aware with ret, Fos 
in compariſon to the greatneiſe of his bo⸗ 
die, he hath but little fleſh,# therefoze hee 
hath much ſtrength and vertue. Allo hee 


teineth much lightneſſe , And among all 
Fowles,in the Eagle the verttieoffight 
is moſt mightye and ſtrong. Foz in the 
Eagle the ſpirif-of ſight is moſt tempe- 
rate, and moſt ſharpe in ad and dave of 
ſaxing and beholdung ſhe Dunne in the 
roundneſſe of his circle, without anpe 
blemiſhing of eyen. And the ſharpenelle 
df her. ſight is not rebotiritey againe 
with cleernefſe of light of the Dunne, nei⸗ 
ther diſpearpled,as Ambroſt fayth. Alſo 
Ambtoſe ſayth;and Ariſtotle hbro.20, 
that ther is one mner Eagle that he cal- 
leth Almachor, and is ful ſharpe ofſight, 
and ſhee taketh her owne birves in der 
claws,and maketh them fo lake tuen on 
the Dunne, and that ere their wings ber 
fall grown and ercept fhey lane ftifipe 
and ſteadfaſtly againſt the Sunne: ſhe 
beateth them, and ſetteth them enen'be- | 
toe the Sunne. And if any eie of any of 
der Birdes watereth in loking- on the 
Dunne , the ſlateth him, as he | 
went out of kind:02 elſe dzfueth dim out 
of the kcaſt , and diſpiſcth dim, and let⸗ 
teth not by him : und the birde that be⸗ 
boideth and ſetteth his eie ſteadfaſtly vp- 
pon the Sun, ſhe feedeth and loneth him 
as her owne birde,lykoto der in kinde : 
and though the ſette ber ſight neuer ſo 
che caſteth her eie to waite and eſpie af- 
ter her pzape,as Gregorye ſapth , And 
Ankſotle,hbro,12, ſapth, that cloue fwted 


the Eagle flieth higher then other fovler, 
andtherfo:e ſhe buildeth her neaſt in ful 


bigh rockes, there the her nealk | 
ſure, and defendeth it with highnrfle of 
place,as:Grego,ſapth, The Engle dwel- 
lech ſure and fate in mot high places, 
aud: nenertheleſſe. becauſe of mente thee | 
toketh.and ſecth theſe lo we placys-: Ve 
fiveth higheſt bpward, and commeth (o- 
deinlye downewarde, when bee (ecth a 
carrion,oz ſome other p2ay, he deſireth. 
unte. not Leviticus wherin is ex- 
p:eledof beaſts, fiſhes, 4 birds, which bee 
cleane & to be eaten, p text ſaith, theſe be 
thoſe kinds of birds Þ ſhall not be eaten. 
The Eagle, the Goſehawke,the Oſpzay,

ting on his head:hauing gathered on his 
wings a great quantitie of duſk , taketh 
hold of his hoꝛnes, and by beating of his 
wings, he foꝛteth the duſt into the Hart

Libro ſexto Ariſtotle caith,s the Cas 
ale fatcfh th2& egges at the moſt, + thꝛo⸗ 
weth the third egge out of the neaſt : foꝛ 
ſhoſitteth a bod heauylye ther vppon 
And he ſayth furfhermoz2e, that at that 
tune ſhe is ſo much feebled;that ſhe maye 
not well hunt birds of other foules : fo; 
then her clawes be croked,+ her wings 
ware white, and then the is ſoze gre⸗ 
ned in feeding of her birdes , And if it 
happeneth that v Tagle hath the birds, 
ſhe thꝛo wett out one of her neaſt, fo;

p bird Þ the Cagle caſteth ſo haply out of 
her neaſt, as he ſayth.

Gregory touchcth ſuper lob. 

It is ſaid of the Cagle,that when hir 
young birds be newly hatcht : and vn- 
mightie to take t receine and deſie great 
meat, then p mother ſucketh bloud, x flee- 
ting humour out ot her pꝛap, holdeth it 
in her mouth, and putteth the bloud and 
ſuch humour to the monthes of her 
birdes. And feedeth them lo with lyght 
meat, till they bee ſtrong and able to re⸗ 
ceiue take ſtronger meate. And hereto 
Auſten faith and plinie alſo, that in age 
the Eagle hath darkneſſe 4 dimneſſe in 
eien, 1 heavineſſe in wings. And a gainſt 
this diſaduantage ſhe is taught by kinte, 
to ſerke a well of ſpꝛinging water, and 
then ſhe flpeth vp into the afre as farre 
as ſhe map, till ſhe be full hot by heat of 
the aire,amd by trauaile of flight, and ſo 
then by heate the poꝛes be opened, e the 
feathers chafed,and ſhe fallcth ſodeinlye 
into the well, and there the feathers be 
chaunged and the dimneſle of her eien is 
wiped away and purged, and ſhe taketh 
nde might and ffrength, 

Alſo he ſayth, that when the Eagle 
weth, the bill warcth ſo hard and ſo cro- 
Red, that᷑ daneth he map take his meate. 
And againſt this diſaduantage he findcth 
a remedy - Kon de ſketij a lone, againſt 
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the which he lmiteth and beateth ſtrong⸗ 
lye bis bill, and cutreth of the charge of 
the bill, and receiueth meate and might 
and ſtrength, and ſo becommeth young 
againe. And as Pl:nms ſaith, The Eagle 
ſitteth on a rock 02 on a træ, s ſetteth the 
ſight of her eyen againſt the cleerneſſe of 
| the Sunne, oz caſteth her eien, 4 loketh 
hether and thether to eſpie her pꝛap, 03 
eile beholdcth her owne clawes alway . 
Ver gall is full medicinable:fo2 when it 
is done in Coll:rijs,it ſharpeth the ſight, 
and helpeth againſt dimneſle, and other 
| diſeaſes gf, eicn, as Dioſcorides faith, t 
| Conſtantive alſo. And hath ſome pꝛoper⸗ 
types leſſe wazthy to be pꝛayſed, as is a 
; Birds paſſing in heate and in d2yneſle ; 
and therctoze be is bolde and hardie and 
| w2athfull: And fo2 ſtrong wzath is not 
but in bodies of great dꝛineſſe, as Ariſt. 
layth libro decimo ſexto. The Cagle is 
| enim to innocent birds and foules, and 
; purſueth them with ber clawes, and tas 
| keth the Birde, and ſmiteth the head 
with her bill: and bath a lowing voyce , 
| and generally fearing all other fowles , 
| Fo2 in the ſight and heringof the Cagle 
all foules of other kinde dꝛeade, and alſo 
faules of pꝛay. Therefoze Plinius ſaith, 
That the gentle fawicon oz other ſuch 
ſoules vnneth take pzapes on Þ dap, that 
they heare the Cagle. And that perchance 
commeth of great dzeade , Foz generally 
all foules haue dꝛead of the Eagle, that 
taketh her pzay onely in the aire, i they 
dzead leſſe 5 Cagle that taketh her pzaye 
on the ground, leaſt of all that Cagle 5 
taketh ber pꝛape on the water. Foz no 
foulcs dꝛead p Eagle, but foules ; baue 
their liging and conuerſation in the was 
ter alonely . And ſuch-an Eagle goeth 


Eagles that take their pzay in the aire, 
ou the carth,and that Cagle dzeadeth the 
Vultur. Atiſtot. li, 15, ſaith, that ſuch an 
Gagle Amachel dwelleth 4 abideth nigh 


ponds,and 4s fedde with birdes that bee 
nigh the les. ben they come out of the 
water, e happen to ſe the Vulture com 
ming. they will be afearde , and lo they 
five to the water, but the Vulture, that 


the Dea, and falt beſide greate lakes and 


about that place: and if they fluſh out of 
the water into the ay2e 02 into the land, 
the Vulture taketh them anone , And 
ſuch an Cagle be long in the water. he is 
ſtifled. And y Eagle hath one fote clolg 
and whole, as the fte of a Oander, and 
ther with the ruleth her lelfe in the water, 
when ſhe cometh down becauſe of her 
pꝛapye. And her other fote is a cloue fate, 
with full ſharpe clawes, with the which 
ſhe taketh bir pzay.And þ Eagles fethers 
haue a pꝛiuie fretting vertuc, as vlinius 
ſaith. Foz he ſayth,y the Cagles feather 
done and ſet among feathers of wings 
of other Birds cozumpteth and frettcth 
them. As ſtrings made of wolues guttes 
done put in a lute 02 in a harpe among 
ſtrings made of ſhepes guts, do deſtroy, 
and fret, and cozrumpe the ſtrings made 
of ſheepes guttes,if it ſo be that they bee 
ſet among them, as in a lute oꝛ in a harp 
as be ſaith. 

Alſo the Eagle loueth not company:but 
voideth and flycth companie,as Ar ſlo- 
tle ſaith libro primo, Jt is not poſſible, 
that foules with croked clawes ſheulde 
abide with any of their fellowes , Allo 
the Eagle hath claws in ſtd of (wozds. 
And therfoze when he ſitteth on a ſtore 
be cloſeth in his clawes, and as it were 
hideth them within the fleſhe, that her 
hurt them mot, neither mite them a- 
gainſt the tone, as Ariilotle ſaith, h. 13. 
A fenle with trohed clawes bideth not 
long vppon tres, noz vpon ſtones, Foz 
the kinde of their clawes is contrary to 
theſe two thinges , Alſo he is right eru⸗ 
ell againſt her owne birds, when they; 
eien be cloſed againſt the Sun: Fo; then 
ſhe ſuppoſeth that they be not her owne 
birds, when they2 eyen be cloſed againſt 


much out o kind + of nobleneſſe of thoſe the Sunne. Alſo to teach and to com- 


pell them to take pzaye of other birdes, 
ſhe beateth and woundeth them with hir 
bill, as plinius (aith, 


Of the Goſhauke, chap. 2. 


T e Goſehauhe is a ropall fonle, 4 
is armed with moze boldneſle then 
with clawes , and as much as kinde ta⸗ 
keth from her in quantitie of body, he re- 
wardeth ber with boldneſſe of heart, as

couetous fcule to take other foules, and

that ſuch Yaukes be cruell againſt their

as the Eagle doth hir birds. And fo2 ſhe 
doubteth leaſt they be not hardy, ſhe com-

and idle, and accuſtome themſelues

they builde and make their houſes, with 
a paſſing wonderfull \ kill, and of diners 
flowers : and they make hony combes,

young. They haue an hoaſt and a king, 
and moue warre and battaile, and flye 
and vopde ſmoke and winde, and make 
them hardye and ſharpe to Battaile, 
with great noyſe. Many haue aſſayed x |

One tranaileis common to them all, one 
meate is common to them all, one com⸗ 
mon wozking, one common vſe, one 
fruite and flight is common to them all, 
and one generation is common to them 
all. Alſo maidenhead of body without 
wemme, is common to them all, and ſo is 
birth alſo : foz they be not medlcd wich 
ſeruice of Venus, neither reſolued with 
lecherie, neither bzuſcd with ſozrowe of 
birth of childzen , e yet they b2ing foꝛth 
moſt ſ warmes of young. Foz where all 
other Fowles, b2zing fo2th vnueth one 
birth in a yeare,cuery one Bee bꝛingeth 
fo2th two, and paſſeth other, with dou⸗ 
ble plenteouſnes of increaſe. Bees make 
among them a King,and oꝛdayne among 
them common people , And though they 
be put and ſet vnder a King, yet they be 
free and loue their Aing, that they make 
by kinde lcuc,and defend him with full 
great defence, and holde honour and woz⸗ 
ſhip to periſh and be ſpilt fo2 their king, 
and do their King ſo great wozſhip, that 
none of them dare goe ont of they: 
houſe,no2 to get meate,crcept the King 
paſſe out; and fake the p2incipalytie of 
flight, And Bees choſe to their Bing, 
him that is moſt wozthy and noble in 
bightneſſe and fairneſſe, and moſt cltere in 
mildnelle, fo2 that is chiefe vertne in a 
King. Foz though they2 Bing haue a 
ſting, yet he vſeth it not in w2cake, And

Alſo the ſea is called Pelagus, as it 
were Pcllens vndas, putting waters 
waues:fo2 in the ſca is continuall mw⸗ 
ning 4 putting of wanes e ſtozmes, Al 
ſo(as he ſaith)though þ lea receiucth wa- 
ters of all wels riuers, yet by ſo great 
comming of waters, the ſea is neuer the 
moze:e that is,fo2 þ ſea is ſo great, that 
the waters that run therto be not ſens, 
oz els foz the bitter water deſtropeth £ 
waſteth the running water : 02 fo2 the 
clowdes dzaw to them much water : 02 
fo2 the winde beareth ſome thereof a- 
way, and the Sunne d2yeth ſome: oz fo; 
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thc lwertnes of water is dꝛyed 4 clenſed, 
and turneth again by ſome pꝛiuie holes, 
and comineth oft to the heads and wels 
of riuers. Huc vſque Iſidorus 11,13, And 
Ambroſe ſayth, and Ba ſilius in Exame- 
ron,that the Mea is gathering of water, 
multipiped by dincrs places and names: 
but by continuation is all one ea, al- 
way moning and ſounding,and foming, 
and followcth the kinde of the Pane in 
flowing and rcflowing, by whole vertue 
and influence it is led. The Sea is head 
and receipt of Riuers, and fountaine of 
ſhowers, and the thing whereby people 
farre a ſander may come together , and 
the ſea helpeth innede , and is ſuctour 
in perills,and ſpedeth paſſengers ſho2t- 
nefſe of wayes , and furthereth p2ofite, 
and winning oz traffike of trauaplyng 


men. 

Allo in libro Metheororum Ariſto- 
tle ſayth, that the ſea is head and wel ol 
all waters, and diſperſed into other ſcas. 
And the cauſe why the ſea is bitter and 
ſalt, is, ſoz in it be two vapours : one is 
moyſt, and that other d2ye,lubtill x wa- 
trie. And of the bapours that be moiſt 
and thin,the moꝛe ſubtill partes be wa- 
ted by moning of the ſanne, + the thick⸗ 
er part abideth and is made hot and ſalt 
and bitter by heate of the ſun, as i weate 
and dine: Foz by burning, a thing is 
made bitter, when the carthy parts abide 
after that the watry and moyſtie partes 
arc conſumed and waſtcd. And of bitter- 
neſſe by mo2e ſtrength of burning com- 
meth ſaltneſſe, as it doth in aſhes ; Foz 
water that ſoaketh thzongh aſhes , is 


ſalte. 

In eod. li. Ariſt, faith, that ſalte wa⸗ 
ter of the ſea,is moꝛe heauie and thicke, 
than freſh water: foz ſea water is moꝛe

Auicen ſayth , that thoſe 
Fiſhes be beſt, that haue not full grea'c 
bodyes, neither te darde Fiſh and dꝛye 
in whome is not tw great fatnefſc:no; to 
much griſtle, in whome is no euiil (nie, 
noz euill ſanour. Thoſe that be of ſwat

anon as it cometh out of the water. And

And p carth was 
called Pother,fo ſhe bꝛingeth fozth ma⸗ 
ny things, and bzcedeth meate and ode 
to all things, which ſhouldels dye: + is 
called Mater Alma, the high Mother, fo 
ſhe fedcth all heaſts, t is nouriſher of e 
lements, as Iſid.ſaith; And it is ſaid;that 
iſhe heareth on hir head a crowne w tos 
wers, ſoz þ earth is adoꝛned with ſo ma- 
ny great Cities and Boꝛoughs that ber 
builded there vpon: and is boꝛne with 
A chaire of whales, foz þ earth hangeth 
in the aire that moueth, and is ſuſtained: 
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chaire ; fo thcugh other things mout 
it is ſayd, that ant ly the earth moneth 
nof. And int hat thnt Lyons be mylde $ 
ſuliect to the Image of the earth, it is to 
vnderſtand, that cucry kinder fhough it 
be neuer ſoficecc 02 cru, in time of 
death be halt be duercomecnnd ſubiett to 
the earth:and foz that ſhe beateth a Key 
in hir hand, ſhe betokeneth, that 5; edtth 
is cloaſed in winter, & opere in fpjir go 
ing time, that fruit may grow e ſpeng: | 
foz that it i ſaid, ñ̊ Cocks ſerne$ earth; | 
that ſhe wet, that birdes + fotelcs feed | 
ſerdes of the cart. Therefsze 'fowles 
nirde to fol lo the carth,e lyght cewrt 
ttere to finde therein ſe des a mere. 
Che ſaund and nr yſc of the Haw e- 
to denen. that in tillyng af ſſe iu is noĩſe 
of inſtruments of cuitures, of ſhade, x 
of mattockts, hat are of bꝛeſſt: It in 
olde time the earth was tiſled with in 
ſtruments of bzafſe,cre ꝛon was forty, 
as Iſidote faitij Hr ſeruaunt᷑s de fegt 
girt with f wo2ds, and betokeneth thaf 
ofte foz to defende and winne earth 
and lande, is warre and battoilc,and | 
[ wozdes dzawen therein, In this ma; 
ner and in many other, the pzopetties of 
the earth, bo deſcribed ih myſtike mea⸗ 
ning of fables,as it is ſapd and rehrar⸗ 
ſed ot Iſidore. And though the carth be 
among Clements moſt ſtable, as it is 
ſayd and rehearſed. yet by effect and do- 
ing. it is molt paſſible of Elements. Al. 
though it be colde in ſubſtanee ; pet rf 
conteineth in it ſelſe firic vapours, that 
come out therof,as it doth in the hit, that 
is named Actna and Vufcanus; as he 
ſayth there. Alſo , though the earth br 
blacke and vnſemly without, yet with- 
in it containeth many pzericns things: 
foz by impꝛinting of influence of hren, 
in þ inner vepnes of p earth, be nend2rd | 
pzecious ſtones # noble metfall:# ſo the 
vertue of þ oarth is hid withen / dy theſe | 
likenefſes that be without. Alſo'Þ carth 
is beclipped about with the ſea , and is 
beſet and beate with the armes thercof, |. 
and is by pꝛiup waies, thirled 'with'moi- 
ſture of the ſea, leaſt the earth and the 
partes thereof ſhould fall into powder , | 
by maſterie of dꝛineſſe, as Beda ſapeth. | 
Alle though the whole Earth be foutide 
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and ſad in ſubſtaumce thereof, yet enery 
part thereof mouethj kindly towarde the 
middle point. and becauſe of meddcling 
of firie, and of atrte parts, the earth ia in 
ſome parts thereof hollow and dim, und 
ſpoungie, and (mokie.And:windie vapo? 
commety intorthe hollowiitfle there 
ſhaketh and moneth parts vf the eart 
and h2edcth earth quaking as Ar\.faith 
| lb;Methcor.,Colde winde(ſaith he) mo 
ued in the wombe of the carth, maketh 
that mouing 5 is called earth quaking . 

Ana there it followeth,as nopſe e ſound neſſe 
conuneth of divers beating and froting 
in the aire of bodies together therein, ſo 
noiſe and ſound commeth of diuers ſhas 
king and mouing of windes that are 
hid in the:carth,and thereof this is to- 
ken,fqz it reſteth not till p earth cleave, 
and the winde with a voyte iſſueth 
out, ac. And there Ariſtotle ſaieth alſo, 
that in places where ſtrorig concourſe x 
running is of þ lea, + mouing of waues, 
and in places with much thinnefle in the 
earth. is ſtrong earth ſhaking , as it fell 
in Hercules time in ſome Jlandes , in 
whom the earth began to riſe, as it had 
bene an hill. Then the place cloue,+ out 
came a great wind, t it deſtroied a great 
Citic, whereof there remaineth remem- 
bzaunce to this day.Allo he layth there, 
that with earth ſhaking commeth a ma⸗ 
ner dimnelle,that hideth the ſunne with 
'out clowdes,all the while the carth ſhas 
king dureth, by reaſon of darke vapo2s 
and great. And befoze the earth quake, 
| commeth a token and ſheweth bis com-- 
ming, a long clowde-and ſtraight as a 
line is ſeene in heauen befo2e the going 


that ſomtime the earth quake commeth 
in Eclipſe of the Hone : fo2 then þ heat 
of the Dunne commeth not to the ay2e 
to make it cleere,no2 to waſt the vapo2, 
that is cauſe of the carth 


ſaith,that earth ſhaking is not in graves 
ly place,but in place with many dennes 
within, and hardnes without, as a place 
of hills and of mountaines : Foz if the 
place be not hard and ſad without , the 
vapour iſſueth and paſſeth out by little : 
Ute and ſo mach vapour gathereth not

Alſo fo2 the earth is an element the 
whole earth is lyłe in ſubſtaunce to all 
the parts therof : bat in qualitie p̊ earth 
is dinerſly diſpoſed in diners parts, and 
chaungeth complection x kinde by med- 
lyng of qualyftes of ol her elements,and 
is not all of one manner of difpoſttion, 
but chaungeth now colonr and now ſa- 
uour. This diucrfitie commeth of many 
manner of cauſes, and in many manner 
of wiſe: ſometime of highnelſe x low- 
neſſe,fo2 the high place is aboue,and the 
low beneath,and the oner place is not 
fo hot as the neather. Foꝛ as Macrobi- 
us ſaith, the pzinting of the ſun beames 
is moꝛe ſtrong in low places thi in high, 
fo2 the arre is moꝛe thicke in valleyes 3 
than in mountaines : therefoze in tal- 
leyes is mo2e gathering of kan beames, 
and moze hurtling and ſmiting of great 
aire and thitke, In mountaines hills 
the aire is thin and cleere , thercfoze the 
beames be ſparpted and not faſt hetde 
together: and ſo the leſſe heafe is gen⸗ 
dꝛed there. Allo by diners taking of the 
lunne beames,fo2 that that taketh moſt 
and ſtrong ſunne beames is moſt 
tcous and fruitfull, And land that is far 
from the ſunne beames, is lelle able to N 
beare fruite and cone: 


Alſo by dinerſitie of kinde of winds, 


foz land on whom! Eaſtern wind blows |. - 
eth continually, is temperate hot, and * 


it were means betwerne moyſt and dy, 
as Conſtant; ſaith. Therefoze ſuch land 
is full plentoous in bearing of flowers 
kruite and toꝛne, and moſt touenable fo 
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habitation of mankinde. And therefo2e 
the Weſtetne winde longeth to colde⸗ 
nes and moyſture, and maketh the land 
leſſe temperate, and therefoꝛe Uzefterne 
winde is leſſe plenteous. And Nozthern 
| winde dꝛieth and colcth land, pet by re⸗ 
| ſon of cleane aire,at maketh it ſubtil and 
| pure, and ſo in the Nozth,men be high of 
' ſtaturc 2 faire of ſhape ; becauſe of the 
outward aire,the poꝛes be topped, and 
kinde beate is helde within , by vertue 
whercof, the ſtature is great,+ the ſhaps 
of body faire and ſeemelpe. And foz the 
Sothern winde is hot and moyſt, it ma⸗ 
| keth the land that it bloweth continu⸗ 
| ally on, troubly, hot, and thicke, and ſad: 


therkoꝛe men of the South land, be cons 
trary to men of the No2th lande in Ua⸗ 
ture and in ſhape, and therefoze men of 
| ſuch lands be not ſo bold and yardy,noz 
| fo w2athfull and angry, neither ſo great 
' tanglers and boaſters, as other be, as 
| Conitantine ſayth, Allo the qualities o: 
pꝛoperties of the earth are diuers, as it 
is nigb to the ſca,o2 far from thence: fo2 
| land þ is nigh to the South ſea, is moꝛe 
| hot and moyſt,than land that is nigh to 
the Nozth ſca, foz hot vapour + moylt, 
commeth cut of the Douth lea, and hea⸗ 
teth the land that is nigh thercto . The 
| contraryis of the No2th lea, therloꝛe the 
ſea that is called Mare Vonticum, is fre, 
ſher oz leſſe ſalt,than other ſeas:ſoꝛ cold⸗ 
neſſe hath moꝛe maſterie therein, and 
therfoꝛe cold vapour that commeth ther⸗ 
of,colcth land p is nigh therto.Alſo land 
changeth x 1s diuers by working tra⸗ 
uell of men, foꝛ the moꝛe land is delued, 
and earcd, + ouerturned, the vertue that 
is therein, is the moꝛe medled with all 
the parts thereof, and io land is amends 
ed and made moze able to beare manye 
manner of Cozne and kruite. And 
when land lyeth long idle and reſteth, it 
papꝛeth, and is the woꝛſe to beare toꝛne 
and fruite. Alſo it god lande be bedewed 
02 be rained, it fattcth and amendeth: x 
grauclly land and ſtony is the wozſe,foz

was firſt made round and plainc, and no 
mountatnes no2 vallyes were thcrin,foz 
all was ſhaped all round, as Þ euer bo- 
dies be: and lo cauſe of mountaincs £ 
of valleyes be nought cls but mouing of 
waters that dig and weare the ſoft parts 
of the earth, z the hard parts that maye 
not be digged, be made Pounteines,and 
places that wer digged deepe, wer made 
fo2 the ſca and foz riners, Alſo in libro 


Metheororum Ariſt. ſaith, that ſomtime |

mountaines be made by ſtrong carth 


ſhaking : foz ſomtime the earth ts lifted 


vp and made a Pountaine,as of a great 


raine of water, tommeth holloluncs, and 


is made a valley. Alſo there he ſapeth, 


that the comming and the going of the 
lea, wearcth and b2cakcth the lande in 
ſome place, and malicth hills, and ſome⸗ 
time the Sea healed all the lande, and 
bare away the ſofte parts thereof, x let 
the hard abide, and thꝛew the mud toge⸗ 
ther, and that wered dzye when the ſca, 
was paſſed, and tourned to hilles . Alſo 
mountaines be hard and ſad, reated from 
ward the earth toward heauen, but they 


are grounded on the earth, and be ſome | 


time full of hollowneſſe and of deimes. 
ſo becauſe of voydneſſe, it dꝛaweth and 
ſucketh in water, and when the hollow⸗ 
neſſe is full, water runneth and ſpꝛing⸗ 
eth out at well heads, and is cauſe of e⸗ 
nerlaſting ſpꝛinging and running: and 
ſo it is knowen that mountaines with 
bollowneſle e dens, dꝛaw + ſucke in hu⸗ | 
mo2 t moiſture, + ſend thcrof out alway. 
Alſo mountaines containe noble mettal, 

fo2 noble mettal is mined out of veyncs | 
of mountaines. Alſo mountaines tcarc 
fruit + wert ſmelling things, fo2 clcan- 
neſſe of aire that hath maſtry in tops of 
hills, fruit that groweth on hils is moꝛe 
pure 4 moze ſ wert, than fruit that grow 
on vallepes. Alſo hills recetue ſoner the 
ſumne beames,than do vallycs, and hold 
them longer tune. Allo billes gender 
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| gend2ing therof,in þ aire come clowdes 


vpen tops of molt high hills, and theres 
ok conimeth rapne but ſeldome, as in the 
| top of mount Olympws as Ariſt.ſaith; 
| and that is fo2 clerneſſe of aire, and fo2 
| ſcartitie of vapour, fo2 vapour is ſpen- 

vcd and waſted ere it maye come to the 
| toppe of the hills, Alſo the hills be ſet a⸗ 
gainſt the windes t ſtozmes, moze than 
vallexes, and ſo becauſe of cold that hath 
the maſtry on hills, ſnow lyeth on hils, 
| and ts froſen with colde winde, that is 
| therein. And therefoze (now lyeth and as 

bideth longer on hills than on valle es: 
as it doth in mount Caucaſus and in Li- 
| bano,and in other ſuch high hilles, that 
| be alway white with white ſnowe , as 
Iſidore ſaith. Allo hills be ofter ſmitten 
| with ater than aVlers. Ihdor, 
' ſaith, thercfo2e the bills that be called, 
| Montes Pirenei, haue that name of fire 
and of lightning, foꝛ fire is called Pi, in 
| Greck, Allo the hills that are called Ce- 
| raunei, haue that nanic cf oft ſmiting of 
lightning: foz lightening is called Ce- 
| raunos in Grethe as Iſic ore ſaith, Allo 
hills that be moſt high. be beſt places to 
ſtand on to loke about, to wait and ſpie 
foz comming of enemies: men go bp to 
top of hills, and waite about, and warne 
of perills that they ſe a farre, Alſo hills 
be ſound, ſad, and ſtrong in kinde, there- 
foze they be moſt able places to buylde 
in Caſtles and towers, and ſo dweiling 
and abiding on hills, is mo2e ſure than 
in ballepcs,and namely if they may not 
be mined foꝛ hardneſſe and ſadneſſe of 
ground, and be ſo high that it is bard to 
take the wape vpward. Alſo fo: in hills 
is plentie of hrat bs, graſſe and leaſe, they 
be acco2ding to paſture of ſhxpe , and of 
other beafts,fo2 hcarbs + laſe of moun⸗ 
taines, are moꝛe wholſome and better to 
| defieng of beaſts, than graſſe and hear bs 
that grow in valleyes, though they ber 
generally moze ranke and fat. ſoʒ humo2 
of fading that noꝛiſheth hearbs 4 graſſe, 
is moꝛe ſubtill and pure, than humours 
of plaines and valleyes : and thercfo2e 
heate of heuen defteth that mopſture, and 
turneth ſoner, and changeth it into ſub⸗

in hills be higher trees and thicker bu- 
ſhes, than in valleyes, therefoze Poun- 
tàines acco2d to wilde beaſts and fowles 
to bꝛede and to dwell therein: therfoze 
when wilde beaſts be hunted with bun⸗ 
ters in valleyes, they fixe to the Pown- 
taines, and be there ſafe,

Arch is the higheſt hill of Arme - 

nia, therein Noes ſhip reſted after the 
floude,as Iſidore ſaieth, and pet to this 
day the timber of that ſhippe is ſcene in 
that mountaine. And that hill hath ma⸗ 
ny names, Ioſephus ſpeaketh of that hil, 
and ſapeth in this manner. The place 
where Noes ſhip is, the Armenians call 
it Egreſſorium, t yet men of that coun- 
trie ſhew timber that was left of 5 ſhip, 
And (as Ioſephus ſaieth there) Beroſus 
Caldeus maketh minde of that ſhippe in 
this manner, Jt is ſayd , that the ſhip 
that came into Armenia, is pet ſome part 
about the hill Cardiens, and thereof fal- 
leth glew, that men vſe moft to cleanſe, 
Alſo Iolephus Egypcius, and Man-ſlus 
Dameſcenus, in 96. hiſt. libro. wzite in 
this manner, In Armenia is a geat bil 
that is named Baris, and it is ſapd, that 
in time of the great floud,many fled and 
were ſaued therein, and that one came | 
in a ſhip to the top of the hill, and ſome 
of the timber was there kept long time. 
Alſo the Bountatnes of Armenia , are 
called Ceraunei, fo2 highneſſe and offe | 
beating of rivers : fo2 a riuer is named | 
Ceraunns in Grecke as Iſidore ſayeth. 
Theſe hills begin betweene Armenia, 4 
Hiberia as Iſidore ſaith, at the poꝛts of 
Caſpis, and ſtretcheth to the well, where 
the Rincr Iigris beginncth, as Iſidore 
ſayth. | | 


Ot the hills Bethel.cap. 4, 


He bils of Bethel be in Jurye , nigh 
to Ieruſalem, where the houſe of dur 
Lo2d was builded in Salomons time. 
The bils of Bethel haue plentic of wad 
and of trecs,of hearbs and of graſſe, and | 
be full of werte ſmelling things, | 
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Therefoze Hart and Roe young s olde, 
be therein. 

(*Beth-<l ſignifieth the houſe of God. 
Bethel, the name alſo of a Citie, in the 
Coaſts of the Tribe of Beniamin and E- 
phraim. Jt was diſtant from Hicruſa- 
lem thꝛte miles. Jt was firſt called Lu- 
za: but aſter when lacob being in that 
place, ſaw the Lo2d ſtanding vppon the 
ladder, he called it Bethel. In this place 
Bethel, Hieroboam ſet vp the idolatrous 
wo2lhipping of one of þ golden Calues. 
In this place, the child en which moc⸗ 
ked Elizeus the Pꝛophet, were tozne, 4 
rent, and killed of Bearcs. 


Jof the hill Caucaſus, 
Chap, 5. 


CA is an hill in the Eaſt and 
ſtretcheth out of India to the hil that 
is called Taurus, and hath diuers names 
by diuers nations that dwell nigh thoſe 
bills,as 16, ſaith. In þ Caſt it ariſcth : 
is a great hill, and fo; white ſnowe ly⸗ 
elh thereon, it is called Caucaſus : Foz 
whiteneſſe is called Candor in 5 Caſt- 
erne language. And ſo the Cities that 
be nigh to this hill, call it Crocaſim: foz 
Acaſim in their ſpeach, is vnderſtode 
whiteneſſc 0z ſnow, as Iſidore ſaith. 

(Caucaſus, an hil,one of thc higheſt 
in all A ſia, ſcituate abone Iberia and Al- 
bania, on the Nozth part, and is a part 
of the mount aine Taurus. One of the 


dia, ſtretcheth towards the Red ſea, 
Pluloſtratus. 


TOf the hill Heball, 
Chap, 6, 


[Jl is a Hill that is beyonde Ior- 

dane, Thereon ſtove the ſire ligna- 
ges after the paſſing of lordane to curſe 
all thoſe that held not the r. pꝛecepts, as 
it is wzitten Deut. 26, And men ſay, 5 
it is an hill with hollowneſſe and dens, 
| and is oftc moued with eerth ſhaking : 
and that acco2deth to the meaning of his 
name: that is to vnderſtande, an olde 
\ wollowe . Alfo this was the hill of

the Altar: And thercfoze Hermon is 
to vnderſtande lyght areared, as the 
Gloſe ſayeth ſuper Pſalmum , Foz 
why lyght increaſcd on the Altar , 
when fire of Sacrifice was fedde with

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J Ot the hill Ebron,Cap,$, 


L Bron is a hill in Iurie, as it is ſayd, 
loſu. 14. Therein is a Citie molt fa⸗ 
| mous, and hath the name of that hill, e 
is called Ebron, as Kab. ſaith, The vale 
thereof is called Vallis Mambre , that 
| belonged in olde time to the friendes of 
Aner and of Eſchol, and was their poſ- 
ſeſſion, And it is ſayd in Gene, that this 
hill is a ſolempne place, becauſe of holy 
Patriarkes , whoſe bodies reſt therein, 
as it were from þ beginning of þ woꝛld, 
and the greateſt Patriarke Adam lyeth 
there. Alſo moſt mightieſt men had this 
bill in poſſeſſion, as it is ſayde loſua. 15, 
Ther it is ſayd,he put out of that place 
Calet, the childꝛen of Emoth, Siſay, A- 
chimaan and Ptolome, Alſo in this hill, 
as the moſt ſure place, our Loꝛde oꝛdey⸗ 
ned the beginning of the Izingdome of 
Dauid, and warned bim by inſpiration, 
that he ſhould come thether after Sanles 
| death, where when he had raigned ſeven 
peres, he was at laſt king of all p whole 
kingdome ol Hiernſalew, Jn olde time 
firſt men called this hill, Kariatharbe, 
that is to bnderſtand the Citie of foure: 
foz there reſted the bones of fourc ̊ wer 
molt famous, as Icrome ſaith, that is to 
wit, Adam, Abraham, Iſaac, and lacob. 

(In the land of Canaan, loſua bleſſed 
Caleb the ſonne of lephunie, and gane 
him fo2 inhcritaunce Hebron, the Kenc- 
ſite, becauſe he followed conſtantipe the 
Lo2d God of Iſrac]. And the name of 
Hebron, was called in olde time, Kir1- 
ath-Arbo, which Arba was a great man 
| (a huge Giaunt) among the Anakims,)

| T Ve hills of Aethiopia be ſeuen, as it 
I tsſayd: among them the mount of 


Atlasgis .
